Whereas,  The  whole  number  of  teachers  in  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  to  be  visited  by  the  six  Supervisors  has  increased  from 
1,261  in  1881  to  1,577  in  1891,  and  to  2,230  in  1901,  thereby  making 
it  impossible  for  said  Supervisors  to  make  frequent  visits  to  each 
teacher;  and 

Whereas,  The  number  of  candidates  examined  for  teachers'  cer- 
tificates has  increased  from  140  in  1891  to  437  in  1901,  thereby 
taking  several  months  of  the  Supervisors'  time,  not  only  in  giv- 
ing the  examinations  and  correcting  the  papers,  but  in  interview- 
ing candidates,  and  afterwards  deliberating  upon  and  granting 
certificates;  and 

Whereas,  The  increase  in  the  number  of  High  Schools  from 
eight  in  1876  to  twelve  in  1901,  and  the  adoption  of  the  elective 
course  of  study,  has  increased  the  work  of  the  Supervisors  in  the 
High  Schools;  and 

Whereas,  Since  the  creation  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1876, 
there  has  been  added  to  the  school  system  the  departments  of 
woodworking,  cookery,  and  kindergarten  —  all  of  which  are  yearly 
growing  and  claiming  more  of  the  Supervisors'  time;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  seem  that  there  should  be  not  less  than  nine 
Supervisors  appointed;  that  one  should  be  assigned  to  each  school 
division,  with  headquarters  in  said  division,  this  Supervisor  act- 
ing as  a  division  superintendent  and  thereby  being  more  closely 
in  touch  with  the  parents,  the  teachers,  and  the  schools  of  said 
division,  the  course  of  the  children  could  be  more  easily  followed 
from  their  entrance  into  the  Primary  School  to  their  graduation 
from  the  High  School,  and  the  Boston  system  of  supervision  be 
greatly  improved;  therefore,  be  it 
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Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters  are  hereby 
instructed  to  petition  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session,  on  be- 
half of  this  Board,  to  amend  Sect.  7,  Chapter  241,  of  the  Acts  of 
1875,  as  follows:  Strike  out  the  word  "six"  in  the  third  line,  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  nine,  —  and  insert  after 
the  word  "members"  in  the  same  line,  the  words:  —  to  act  as 
division  superintendents,  one  being  assigned  to  each  of  the  nine 
school  divisions.

With  reference  to  the  order  passed  by  your  committee,  January 
16;  1902: 

"That  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  be  requested  to  inform  the 
School  Committee  of  the  number  of  the  additions  proposed  to  be 
built  on  to  existing  school-houses;  and  whether  such  additions 
will  thereby  diminish  the  area  at  present  devoted  to  school  yards, 
specifying,  in  such  case,  in  detail,  the  present  areas,  and  the 
amount  of  land  thus  to  be  diverted  from  such  purpose;  and 
whether,  in  said  cases,  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  purposes 
to  restore  said  yards  to  their  former  size,  or  to  enlarge  them  to 
correspond  with  the  increased  number  of  pupils  to  be  accom- 
modated in  the  buildings,"  we  beg  to  say,  that  so  far  as  the  addi- 
tions to  the  existing  school-houses,  which,  in  our  opinion,  were 
required  January  1,  1902,  for  the  accommodation  of  school 
children  at  that  time,  the  same  are  set  forth  in  our  report  to 
your  Board,  December  18,  1901. 

As  to  the  additions  which  may  be  necessary  to  take  care  of  the 
ordinary  growth  in  the  schools,  we  have  as  yet  taken  no  action, 
and  cannot  do  so  until  we  can  know  more  definitely  the  amount 
of  money  which  will  be  available  for  this  and  other  current  ex- 
penses. That  such  additions  will  diminish  the  area  at  present 
devoted  to  school  yards,  is  undoubtedly  a  fact,  but  it  is  impossible 
at  this  time  to  determine  the  amount  of  land  which  will  thus  be 
diverted,  as  no  definite  plans  have  been  adopted.  Therefore  we 
are  unable  to  give  in  detail  much  of  the  information  asked  for  in 
said  order. 

It  is  probable  that  the  Board  will,  in  several  cases,  enlarge  ex- 
isting school  yards,  but  we  deem  it  inexpedient  at  the  present 
time  to  announce  just  what  yards  are  to  be  enlarged  as  it  would 
practically  be  putting  a  premium  upon  the  land  desired. 

We  wish  to  say  that  as  a  general  principle,  we  do  not  intend,  if 
it  can  be  avoided,  to  substantially  diminish  the  space  now  devoted 
to  school  yards,  but  rather  to  enlarge  them  where  practicable.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  received  from  your  committee  on 
January  6,  the  following  order  with  a  request  for  a  report 
thereon  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  requested  to  con- 
sider the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Normal  School,  printed  on 
pages  453  to  456  of  the  Records,  and  report  in  detail  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  upon  the  subject-matter  of  said  report 
and  its  recommendations,  including  also  in  said  report,  as  far  as 
possible,  their  views  upon  the  following  points: 

A  brief  outline  of  the  course  or  courses  of  study  recommended 
by  them. 

The  probable  excess  in  cost  of  instruction  over  the  present  cost 
thereof  in  the  Normal  School. 

Whether  it  would  be  better  to  adopt  the  plan  of  the  creation  of 
a  new  institution,  or  to  work  towards  the  same  result  by  the  ex- 
tension of  the  present  Normal  School  and  its  courses. 

Whether  in  their  opinion  such  a  college  would  better  be  estab- 
lished under  the  State  auspices  and  control,  the  city  contributing 
to  the  cost  thereof. 

What  probable  proportion  of  the  graduates  of  the  proposed 
college  could  be  expected  to  be  made  of  service  in  the  schools  of 
Boston. 

To  what  extent  the  conferring  of  a  degree,  if  authorized,  could 
be  expected  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  such  college. 

On  January  7th  the  Board  received  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  and  as  many  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  as  he  may  designate  may  visit  the  Teachers'  College 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  city  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  in 
making  such  visit. 

Under  this  order  the  Superintendent  and  three  Supervisors, 
Miss  Arnold  and  Messrs.  Parker  and  Martin,  visited  and  carefully 
inspected  the  Teachers'  College  in  New  York,  and  reported 
thereon  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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The  Board  of  Supervisors  having  carefully  considered  the  whole 
subject  embraced  in  the  order,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

SCOPE. 

In  the  proposed  Teachers'  College  provision  should  be  made 
for  five  classes  of  students  besides  those  now  provided  for  in  the 
existing  Normal  School. 

A.  For  graduates  of  colleges  and  institutions  of  similar  rank, 
—  by  a  professional  course  of  one  year. 

B.  For  graduates  of  approved  Normal  Schools, — by  a  course 
of  two  years,  professional  and  academic. 

C.  For  persons  who  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  study  be- 
yond the  high  school,  equivalent  to  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
years  in  approved  colleges, — by  a  course  of  two  years,  profes- 
sional and  academic. 

D.  For  graduates  of  approved  high  schools,  or  persons  having 
equivalent  training, — by  a  course  of  four  years,  academic  and 
professional. 

E.  For  teachers  in  service  who  desire  more  complete  equip- 
ment, either  professional  or  academic,  by  special  courses. 

ORGANIZATION. 

There  should  be  four  leading  departments : 

A.  A  department  of  the  history  and  philosophy  of  education. 

B.  A  department  of  psychology  and  child  study. 

C.  A  department  of  secondary  education.  This  should  in- 
clude courses  in 

(1.)     The  general  principles  of  secondary  education. 
(2.)     The  organization  and  management  of  high  schools. 
(3.)     The  special  subjects  in  the  high  school  curriculum. 

D.  A  department  of  elementary  education.  This  should  in- 
clude courses  in 

(1.)     The  general  principles  of  elementary  education. 

(2.)  The  organization  and  management  of  grammar  and 
primary  schools. 

(3.)     The  theory  and  practice  of  kindergartens. 

(4.)  The  special  subjects  in  the  elementary  school  curriculum, 
including  music,  drawing,  manual  training,  physical  training,  and 
domestic  art  and  science. 

Each  of  these  four  departments  should  be  in  charge  of  a  pro- 
fessor and  such  associates  and  instructors  as  may  be  needed. 

DEGREES. 

Students  who  cover  four  years  of  study  beyond  the  high  school, 
doing  work  requiring  a  minimum  of  fifteen  hours  per  week,  may 
be  candidates  for  a  degree  of  B.  E. 
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Students  of  class  A,  who  already  hold  an  A.  B.  degree,  may  he 
candidates  for  a  degree  of  M.  E. 

Appropriate  certificates  and  diplomas  should  be  offered  for 
special  lines  of  work. 

The  probable  excess  in  annual  cost  of  instruction  in  such  an 
institution  over  the  present  cost  in  the  Normal  School  would  be 
not  less  than  $25,000. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  ends  desired  would  be 
better  accomplished  by  the  creation  of  a  new  institution,  of  which 
the  present  Normal  School  would  form  a  department,  than  by  the 
extension  of  the  present  Normal  School  and  its  courses. 

It  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  an  institution  would  better  be 
established  under  the  auspices  and  control  of  the  city  of  Boston 
than  under  the  auspices  of  the  State. 

As  to  the  employment  of  the  graduates :  the  answer  to  this  Ques- 
tion depends  on  so  many  future  conditions  that  it  is  impossible 
to  give  a  definite  answer  at  the  present  time,  but  the  expectation 
would  be  that  all  graduates  would  ultimately  enter  the  service  of 
the  city,  and  that  the  greater  number  of  them,  perhaps  75  or  80 
per  cent.,  would  receive  permanent  appointment  within  a  reason- 
able time  after  graduation. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  it  may  fairly  be  expected 
that  the  conferring  of  a  degree  will  increase  the  efficiency  of  a 
teachers'  college  in  the  same  way,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  a 
degree  increases  the  efficiency  of  any  other  college.

the  records  of  the  last  Board.     A  petition  was  filed  and  notice  of  0f  Teachers' 
its  filing  given  by  the  Chairman  of  the  then  Joint  Committee  on  College. 
Normal  School  and  Legislative  Matters,  but  no  draft  of  the  pro- 
posed bill  was  filed  by  the  petitioners.     Your  committee  is  in- 
formed that  the  matter  will  not  be  referred  in  the  Legislature  to 
a  committee  until  a  draft  of  such  bill  is  filed.     The  present  com- 
mittee does  not  consider  that  it  is  either  bound  or  authorized  to 
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carry  out  any  orders  other  than  those  of  the  present  Board,  and 
it  therefore  makes  this  report  that  such  action  may  be  taken  by 
way  of  instruction  to  your  committee  or  otherwise,  as  the  Board 
may  desire. 

Before  definite  action  is  taken,  however,  of  a  sort  which  will 
precipitate  at  no  distant  date,  before  the  Committee  on  Education 
in  the  Legislature,  a  discussion  of  the  matter  of  the  proposed 
institution,  its  merits  and  demerits,  your  committee  desires  to 
call  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  certain  considerations  which 
do  not  seem  to  have  received  special  prominence  in  the  past. 
Your  committee  feels  that  the  only  necessity  of  legislative  action 
arises  from  the  proposed  granting  of  degrees.  The  Acts  of  1874, 
Chapter  167,  which  ratified  the  establishment  of  the  Boston 
Normal  School,  authorized  the  School  Committee  to  exercise 
"  The  same  power  to  maintain  and  continue  said  Normal  School 
as  they  have  now  to  maintain  and  continue  other  public  schools  in 
said  city." 

This  would  seem  to  be  broad  enough  to  enable  an  enlargement 
of  the  course  of  study,  not  affecting  the  vital  principles  of  the 
school,  and  also  to  change  its  designation.  There  remains,  there- 
fore, only  the  question  of  whether  it  is  desirable  at  the  present 
time  to  agitate  the  question  of  obtaining  power  to  grant  degrees 
in  an  institution  not  yet  established,  the  course  of  study  for 
which  is  not  definitely  determined,  and  as  to  the  calibre  of  the 
output  of  which  school  there  can  be  at  present  only  speculative 
conclusions. 

Your  committee  feels  that  however  desirable  the  proposed 
scheme  in  its  entirety  may  be  from  an  educational  standpoint, 
yet  the  question  of  its  establishment  as  a  city  institution  should 
be  carefully  regarded  in  the  light  of  the  rights  of  the  tax-payers. 
From  the  standpoint  purely  of  the  benefit  to  be  derived  by  the 
graduates  of  such  a  school,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  more 
reason  for  the  city  furnishing  a  technical  education  and  means 
of  livelihood  for  school  teachers  than  for  lawyers,  doctors,  or 
other  special  callings.  The  justification,  and  the  sole  justification, 
for  the  establishment  of  an  institution  for  the  training  of  teachers, 
lies  in  the  fact  that  the  product  of  such  an  institution  can  in  turn 
be  absorbed  by  the  school  system  of  Boston,  and  thereby  become 
useful  to  the  city.  In  so  far  as  an  institution  established  at  city 
expense  goes  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city's  needs  in  the  training 
of  a  teaching  force,  it  places,  both  in  the  first  cost  of  such  an  in- 
stitution and  in  the  cost  of  its  maintenance,  a  burden  upon  the 
tax- paying  public  which  they  should  not  be  called  upon  to  bear 
for  the  possible  ultimate  benefit  of  other  communities.  The 
argument  that  a  payment  for  tuition  can  be  required  from  out- 
side pupils  furnishes  scant  justification  for  involving  a  munici- 
pality in  a  commercial  venture. 
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The  arguments  for  the  granting  of  degrees  in  such  an  institu- 
tion appear  to  be  twofold.  First:  That  the  knowledge  of  such 
a  degree  being  given  at  the  end  of  the  course  will  draw  to  the 
school  a  larger  number  of  persons  desirous  of  devoting  their 
lives  to  teaching.  Second:  That  the  existence  of  such  a  degree 
will  establish  a  standard  of  professional  value  for  the  graduates. 
If  such  a  school  is  to  exist  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  and  the 
school  system  of  the  city,. it  can  hardly  be  that  the  possession  of 
a  degree  rather  than  a  diploma  would  be  of  any  material  advan- 
tage in  the  selection  by  the  officials  of  the  same  city  for  the 
teaching  corps,  for  the  records  of  the  individual  pupils  could  be 
readily  ascertained.  So  far  as  the  desirability  of  increasing  the 
numerical  attendance  at  such  a  school  is  concerned,  reference 
need  only  be  made  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  for 
1899  to  show  that  even  under  its  present  limitations,  the  Boston 
Normal  School  turns  out  annually  more  instructors  than  can  be 
used  in  the  public  school  system.  The  motive  for  attendance  at 
such  a  school  will  always  exist  while  the  rate  of  wages  paid  to 
the  instructors  in  the  city  of  Boston  continues,  as  now,  to  be  in 
excess  of  that  paid  in  the  surrounding  communities.  The  adver- 
tisement aspect  of  a  degree  seems  in  the  light  of  past  experience 
to  be  uncalled  for. 

Your  committee  expressly  disclaims  any  intention  to  belittle 
or  oppose  the  main  features  of  the  proposed  plan,  so  far  as  they 
can  be  made  serviceable  to  the  needs  of  the  school  system  of  this 
city,  but  does  insist  that  a  due  proportion  in  the  matter  of  ex- 
pense and  attention  be  preserved  between  the  various  departments 
of  that  system.  In  so  far  as  the  present  plan  contemplates  the 
training  of  teachers  not  required  for  the  city  alone,  it  disregards 
the  idea  of  proportion.  When  limited  to  the  city's  needs,  your 
committee  believes  that  the  scheme  can  be  made  to  work  out  its 
own  salvation  without  needlessly  courting  in  the  Legislature,  in 
the  attempt  to  establish  a  relatively  unimportant  feature,  opposi- 
tion which  may  react  disastrously  upon  whatever  of  merit  re- 
mains. 

Mr.  Brett  raised  the  point  of  order,  that  the  report 
was  beyond  the  scope  of  the  duties  of  the  committee 
presenting  it  and,  therefore,  was  not  admissible  in  the 
Board. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  committee  reported  to  the 
Board  to  the  effect  that  no  bill  had  been  filed  in 
the  Legislature,  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board, 
the  report  contained  any  extraneous  matter  it  need  not 
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be  accepted,  but  could  be  disposed  of  in  any  way  the 
Board  saw  fit. 

Mrs.  Duff  moved  that  the  report  be  referred  to  the 
joint  committee  on  Legislative  Matters  and  the  Nor- 
mal School.

To  the  School  Committee  : 

In  accordance  with  Section  86,  Chapter  3  of  the  Rules  of  the 
School  Board,  and  under  Section  1,  Chapter  448  of  the  Acts  of 
1901,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  present  herewith,  in  detail,  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  for  the  financial 
year  1902-1903. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  have  certified  that  the  average  taxable 
valuation  of  the  City,  which  forms  the  basis  for  computing  the 
sum  allowed  the  School  Committee  for  the  present  year,  amounts 
to  $1,114,501,306.30.  Three  and  forty  one-hundredths  on  each 
thousand  dollars  of  this  valuation  (the  rate  fixed  by  Chapter  448 
of  the  Acts  of  1901)  amounts  to  $3,789,304.44,  and  to  this  sum 
should  be  added  the  unexpended  balance  for  the  financial  year, 
1901-1902,  of  $18,832.45,  an  excess  of  income  over  that  estimated 
for  1901-1902  of  $2,350.80,  and  a  probable  income  of  $40,000.00 
for  the  present  year,  making  a  total  amount  of  $3,850,487.69. 
This  is  the  total  legal  limit  which  the  School  Committee  can 
appropriate  for  all  purposes  during  the  present  year. 

Of  this  amount  not  less  than  $278,625.33  (at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation)  shall  be 
appropriated  solely  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  school  build- 
ings; and  not  less  than  $445,800.52  (at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  on 
each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation)  solely  for  the  purchase  of 
lands  and  additions  to  school  yards  and  the  erection  and  furnish- 
ing of  new  school  buildings.

The  estimates  for  1902  and  1903  are  based  upon  the  increase  of 
the  respective  classes  between  September,  1900,  and  September) 
1901.  They  do  not  take  into  account  the  rapidly  advancing  per 
cents  of  increase  in  the  first  year  class  shown  by  the  records  of 
the  last  three  years,  for  it  does  not  seem  probable  that  this  ad- 
vance will  continue. 
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The  total  number  of  permanent  desks  available  is  563.  No 
more  can  be  added  to  any  of  the  school  rooms,  for  the  desks  were 
re-arranged  f  oiir  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  great- 
est possible  number.  Some  twenty  floating  desks  can  be  placed 
in  inconvenient  locations  in  these  school  rooms,  but  they  seriously 
interfere  with  the  work  of  the  teachers.  It  is  likely,  therefore, 
that  the  enrolment  in  September,  1902,  will  exceed  the  maximum 
seating  capacity  of  the  building  by  at  least  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five. 

It  should  be  noted,  also,  that  every  boy  must  be  given  a  proper 
working  place  (bench  or  machine)  in  the  shops,  and  that  the 
number  of  these  working  places  is  necessarily  limited.  In  the 
original  plan  for  the  school,  formulated  by  the  Superintendent, 
the  recommendation  was  made  that  the  number  of  pupils  to  be 
assigned  to  a  division  for  shop  work  should  be  twenty-four.  At 
the  opening  of  the  school,  however,  it  became  evident  that  pro- 
vision must  be  made  for  the  largest  possible  number  of  pupils, 
and  the  shops,  with  the  exception  of  the  machine  shop,  were 
equipped  for  classes  of  thirty-six  pupils.  It  was  found  t.o  be  im- 
possible to  provide  for  more  than  twenty-eight  in  the  machine 
shop,  and  the  floor  space  of  the  other  shoj)s  will  not  permit  fur- 
ther increase  in  the  size  of  the  divisions. 

In  order  to  organize  the  school  last  September,  without  refus- 
ing admission  to  pupils,  it  was  decided  to  lengthen  the  daily  ses- 
sion for  the  first  year  class  one  hour  in  the  academic  department, 
and  two  hours  in  the  mechanical  dex^artment.  The  work  of  the 
mechanical  department,  for  the  number  of  pupils  shown  by  the 
above  table,  cannot  be  carried  on  next  year  without  keeping  some 
divisions  in  the  shops  until  six  o'clock. 

Moreover,  the  total  number  of  recitations  and  exercises  in 
drawing  to  be  provided  for  will  be  far  greater  than  the  total  num- 
ber of  school  periods  in  which  recitation  rooms  and  drawing 
rooms  will  be  available,  unless  the  daily  sessions  are  greatly 
lengthened.  It  is,  therefore,  manifestly  impossible  to  accommo- 
date in  any  satisfactory  way  the  pupils  that  will  desire  admission 
next  September. 

The  success  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  shows  that 
there  is  a  large  and  rapidly  increasing  demand  for  the  kind  of  in- 
struction which  the  school  is  adapted  to  give,  and  the  results  al- 
ready achieved  abundantly  justify  the  expenditures  required  to 
meet  that  demand.  The  lengthening  of  the  daily  sessions  is 
merely  a  temporary  expedient.  The  limit  of  the  relief  thus  ob- 
tainable has  already  been  reached. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  admission  will  probably  be  re- 
duced on  account  of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  school  and 
the  length  of  the  daily  sessions.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  in  this  con- 
nection, that  the  total  number  of  pupils  who  left  the  school  be- 
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tween  September  1,  1901,  and  January  1,  1902,  is  no  greater  than 
the  corresponding  number  for  1900  and  1901.  This  indicates  a 
growing  interest  in  the  school  in  spite  of  the  discouragements  to 
pupils  due  to  its  crowded  condition.  The  most  deplorable  result 
of  the  present  situation  is  the  fact  that  the  efficiency  of  the  school 
is  necessarily  reduced  by  the  unfavorable  conditions  under  which 
teachers  must  carry  on  their  work. 

Previous  to  the  current  year,  requests  to  be  transferred  to  other 
high  schools  have  been  almost  unknown,  but  sixteen  such  re" 
quests  have  been  granted  since  September,  1901.  If  these  pupils 
had  remained,  as  they  doubtless  would  have  done  under  normal 
conditions,  there  would  have  been  a  marked  reduction  in  the  per" 
centage  of  loss  of  pupils  for  the  current  year. 

The  percentage  of  pupils  from  the  different  divisions  of  the 
city  corresponds,  approximately,  to  the  percentage  of  population 
of  these  districts,  but  Roxbury,  West  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester 
furnish  a  somewhat  larger  percentage  than  the  other  sections' 
The  various  lines  of  public  conveyance  make  it  easy  to  reach  the 
school  from  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to 
select  another  site  which  would  accommodate  equally  well  any 
large  group  of  the  pupils. 

The  equipment  of  the  mechanical  departments  of  a  manual 
training  high  school  is  necessarily  expensive.  In  view  of  the 
large  sum  which  has  already  been  invested  in  the  existing  plant, 
it  is  far  more  economical  to  provide  for  the  probable  needs  of  the 
city  for  many  years  by  an  addition  to  the  present  building  than 
by  any  division  of  the  school  which  can  be  suggested.  The  situ- 
ation is  now  so  critical  that  the  imperative  need  of  immediate 
action  to  secure  additional  accommodations  cannot  be  too 
strongly  emphasized. 

Moreover,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  this  action  should  contem- 
plate a  considerable  extension  of  the  functions  of  the  school  so 
that  it  will  meet  the  needs  of  worthy  persons  of  any  age  who 
desire  systematic  instruction  in  the  mechanic  arts,  but  who  can- 
not join  regular  high  school  classes,  or  attend  during  the  usual 
school  hours. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
order :

The  original  idea  in  regard  to  the  school-house  seems  to  have 
been  that  it  should  be  used  to  hold  the  children  for  five  hours  a 
day  for  perhaps  two  hundred  days  in  the  year.  The  growth  of 
our  large  cities  has  brought  about  an  entirely  new  set  of  condi- 
tions since  the  first  conception  was  formed.  The  Boston  school- 
house  of  to-day  built,  as  in  many  cases  it  must  be,  in  the  congested 
sections  of  the  city  where  land  is  necessarily  very  expensive,  and  ( 

constructed  and  equipped  in  accordance  with  the  present  high 
standards,  costs  many  times  the  sum  required  for  the  school- 
house  of  the  early  days  of  public  school  education.  This  enor- 
mously increased  cost  of  the  school  plant  makes  it  very  desirable 
that  the  schools  should  be  used  not  merely  25  per  cent,  of  the 
waking  hours,  but  that,  if  possible,  a  suitable  use  should  be  found 
for  the  schools  for  the  full  100  per  cent,  of  the  available  time. 
This  matter  has  not  altogether  escaped  the  attention  of  the 
School  Committee.  In  several  directions  the  school  plant  has 
been  put  to  a  limited  use  outside  of  school  hours.  This  com- 
mittee, however,  believe  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  taking  up 
the  subject  and  dealing  with  it  in  a  much  more  thorough  and 
comprehensive  manner  than  has  yet  been  done. 

The  Committee  on  School  Houses  accordingly  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  formulate  and  to  present 
to  the  Board  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  more  complete  utili- 
zation of  the  city's  school  plant,  and  ask  for  the  passage  of  the 
following  order  :

By  Sect.  58  of  the  Rules,  the  Superintendent  is  made  the  execu-       °  ■  1 

tive  officer  of  the  School  Board  in  all  matters  relating  to  instruc-  of  instructors. 
tion.     No  executive  can  be  held  responsible  unless  he  is  given  [See  p.  38.] 
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power  commensurate  with  the  responsibility.  If  less  power  is 
given  him,  his  ready  excuse  always  may  be  that  he  does,  not  the 
best  of  which  he  is  capable,  but  the  best  which  he  is  allowed 
to  do. 

One  of  the  most  important  executive  functions  relates  to  the 
control  and  therefore  to  the  selection  of  teachers.  The  ultimate 
power  in  this,  as  in  all  matters,  should  remain  with  the  Board, 
but,  to  obtain  the  best  results,  this  power  should  be  one  of  con- 
firmation, rather  than  of  selection,  and  should  be  exercised  by 
the  Board  as  a  whole,  and  not  by  an  individual  member,  or  a  sub- 
committee. In  a  small  community,  where  the  schools  are  few, 
and  the  courses  of  study  limited,  the  selection  and  control  of 
teachers  possibly  may  be  left  with  advantage  to  the  average  citizen, 
but  in  a  large  and  complicated  system  like  that  of  Boston,  wherein 
there  are  employed  more  than  2,200  teachers  in  courses  of  study 
covering  every  grade,  from  the  kindergarten  on  the  one  hand  to 
the  Normal  School  on  the  other,  the  assistance  of  experts  is  abso- 
lutely essential. 

With  this  object  in  view  the  Superintendent,  in  1898,  was 
given  the  power,  after  consultation  with  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  principal  of  the  school  and  director  of  the 
department  affected,  to  make  appointments,  transfers  and  re- 
movals of  teachers,  subject  always  to  the  approval  of  the  School 
Board. 

In  1899,  this  move  in  the  line  of  the  latest  educational  thought 
was  checked  by  an  amendment  which  required  that  all  such  ap- 
pointments, transfers  and  removals,  should  be  approved  by  the 
committee  in  charge  before  being  presented  to  the  Board.  The 
power  of  direct  confirmation  was  thus  taken  away  from  the 
Board,  and  a  complete  veto  upon  all  action,  both  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  Board,  was  given  to  the  committee  in  charge,  as 
under  the  rule,  as  thus  amended,  no  appointment,  transfer  or  re- 
moval could  reach  the  Board  without  the  affirmative  action  of 
this  small  sub-committee.  This,  in  some  cases,  has  taken  the 
form  of  a  pocket  veto,  the  committee  in  charge  merely  failing  to 
act.  In  one  instance  last  year,  an  appointment  of  a  teacher  was 
thus  held  in  committee  for  five  months,  while,  in  another,  several 
appointments  were  held  for  nearly  the  entire  year. 

The  amendment  offered  herewith,  restores  the  rule  to  its  form 
as  adopted  in  1898,  and  takes  away  from  the  committees  in  charge 
this  right  of  veto.  The  Superintendent's  recommendation  is  made 
directly  to  the  Board,  and  then  is  laid  over  as  of  course  for  two 
weeks.  Full  publicity  is  thus  obtained,  and  each  member  of  the 
Board,  as  well  as  of  the  committee  in  charge,  has  ample  opportu- 
nity to  examine  into  the  matter.  If  objection  is  to  be  made,  or 
a  question  asked,  it  may  be  done  in  executive  session  at  the 
written  request  of  any  member.     Should  the    Board    desire   a

special  investigation  into  a  particular  case,  it  may  refer  that  case 
at  any  time  to  a  committee.  Thus  every  interest  is  safeguarded, 
and  the  business  is  despatched  under  expert  advice  without  un- 
reasonable delay,  and  without  endangering  the  efficiency  of  the 
service. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.     From  this  action  Mr.  Merritt  dissents.

la  accordance  with  Section  36,  Chapter  3  of  the  Rules  of  the 
School  Board,  and  under  Section  1,  Chapter  448  of  the  Acts  of 
1901,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  present  herewith,  in  detail,  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  for  the  financial 
year  1902-1903. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  have  certified  that  the  average  taxable 
valuation  of  the  city,  which  forms  the  basis  for  computing  the 
sum  allowed  the  School  Committee  for  the  present  year,  amounts 
to  $1,114,501,306.30.  Three  and  forty  one-hundredths  on  each 
thousand  dollars  of  this  valuation  (the  rate  fixed  by  Chapter  448 
of  the  Acts  of  1901)  amounts  to  $3,789,304.44,  and  to  this  sum 
should  be  added  the  unexpended  balance  for  the  financial  year, 
1901-1902,  of  $18,832.45,  an  excess  of  income  over  that  estimated 
for  1901-1902,  of  $2,350.80,  and  a  probable  income  of  $40,000.00 
for  the  present  year,  making  a  total  amount  of  $3,850,487.69. 
This  is  the  total  legal  limit  which  the  School  Committee  can 
appropriate  for  all  purposes  during  the  present  year. 

Of  this  amount  not  less  than  $278,625.33  (at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation)  shall  be 
appropriated  solely  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  school  build- 
ings; and  not  less  than  $445,800.52  (at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  on 
each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation)  solely  for  the  purchase  of 
lands  and  additions  to  school  yards  and  the  erection  and  furnish- 
ing of  new  school  buildings.  In  accordance  with  these  state-

The  undersigned  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts  as  regards  the  item  in  the  appropriation  order  of 
$446,000  for  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  new  school 
buildings,  taking  of  land,  and  preparing  of  school  yards. 

The  Schoolhouse  Department  have  at  their  disposal  $1,700,000, 
which  amount  they  can  contract  for  and  expend  the  present 
year,  with  $2,000,000  which  can  be  appropriated  and  expended 
during  the  coming  two  years. 

The  undersigned  are  of  the  opinion  that  $1,700,000  is  as  large 
a  sum  as  that  department  can  properly  expend  and  supervise  the 
present  year.  They  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  money  to  build 
school-houses  (which  last  fifty  or  more  years)  should,  unless 
some  emergency  arises,  be  paid  from  loans,  and  not  from  current 
expenses.  Under  the  conditions  that  now  exist,  they  see  no 
good  reason  why  so  large  a  sum  as  $446,000  should  be  added 
to  the  taxes  of  our  citizens  the  present  year.  It  is  recom- 
mended, therefore,  that  this  amount  be  reduced  to  $96,000,  which 
will  allow  the  Schoolhouse  Department  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay 
claims,  land  damages,  and  expenses  of  grading  in  connection 
with  the  unfinished  buildings  transferred  from  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  the  Schoolhouse  Department,  as  the  undersigned 
understand  that  no  part  of  the  $4,000,000  authorized  by  the  Leg- 
islature can  be  used  for  this  purpose.  The  undersigned  recom- 
mend, therefore,  that  the  following  order  be  substituted  for  the 
order  appended  to  the  report  proposed  by  the  majority  of  the 
Committee  on  Accounts:

which  he  has  united  into  a  lamp  charge  of  $900.  Prior  to  June, 
1901,  Mr.  Brown  was  first  in  the  employ  of  the  Public  Buildings 
Department  of  the  city,  and  then  of  the  School  Committee,  under 
the  Schoolhouse  Agent,  Mr.  Fisher,  as  a  draughtsman,  at  a  salary 
of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  year.  When  the  new  School- 
house  Department  was  established  in  June,  1901,  he  continued  in 
the  same  position  and  at  the  same  salary.  The  ordinary  office 
hours  in  each  instance  were  from  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M. 

Prior  to  June,  1901,  the  Bules  required  that  the  Schoolhouse 
Agent  should  be  present  at  all  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  New 
Buildings  (Sect.  107),  and  this  duty  was  constantly  assigned  by 
Mr.  Fisher  to  Mr.  Brown,  as  his  subordinate.  These  meetings 
were  held  generally  once  a  week,  being  called  ordinarily  at  4  or 
4.30  o'clock  P.M.,  and  lasting  into  the  late  afternoon  and  some- 
times into  the  evening.  Mr.  Brown  proved  himself  helpful  and 
obliging,  and  rendered  valuable  aid  to  the  committee.  He  felt 
that  this  work  was  not  really  a  part  of  his  duties  as  a  draughts- 
man, and  expected  to  be  paid  for  the  same.  Twice  he  asked  for 
an  increase  of  salary  from  $1,800  to  $2,000,  but  in  each  instance 
the  committee  refused  to  give  it  to  him.  The  issue  was  thus 
squarely  raised,  and  each  time  decided  adversely.  Notwithstand- 
ing, he  continued  in  his  office,  and  continued  to  do  the  same 
work  out  of  ordinary  office  hours. 

When  the  Schoolhouse  Department  was  established  in  June, 
1901,  the  Committee  on  New  Buildings  continued,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  288  of  the  Acts  of  1901  and  Chapter  473  of  the 
Acts  of  the  same  year,  in  charge  of  the  completion  of  the  build- 
ings then  in  process  of  construction,  and  Mr.  Brown  now  went 
into  the  employ  of  the  new  commission,  and  the  Committee  on 
New  Buildings  were  left  without  any  expert  assistant. 

It  was  suggested  to  the  new  Commission  that  Mr.  Brown  be 
assigned  to  help  the  committee,  and  this  was  done.  Mr.  Brown 
stated  to  the  committee  that  he  should  expect  additional  com- 
pensation for  such  help  as  he  might  give  them  out  of  the  usual 
hours,  and  this  was  promised  him,  but  the  amount  was  not 
agreed  upon.     Of  this  independent  promise  the  commission  had 
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no  knowledge,  and  were  not  parties  to  it.  Subsequently  Mr. 
Brown  attended  regularly  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  committee, 
and  gave  valuable  assistance,  working  sometimes  into  the  even- 
ing and  on  Sundays,  and  beginning  his  work  sometimes  as  early 
as  7  A.M.,  instead  of  9  A.M.  He  stated  that  this  was  necessary 
in  order  that  he  might  do  his  work  for  the  commission  as  well 
as  for  the  Committee  on  New  Buildings.  He  also  stated  that  his 
work  for  the  committee  was  no  different  in  kind  from  that  he  had 
been  rendering  them  previously  to  June,  1901. 

The  chairman  of  the  Commission,  in  a  letter  to  the  chairman 
of  this  committee,  states  that  the  Commission  authorized  Mr. 
Brown  to  give  such  assistance  to  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings as  they  might  desire,  and  to  enable  him  to  do  so,  relieved 
him  from  performing  any  substantial  work  for  their  department; 
that  he  did  some  work  in  connection  with  the  construction  of 
portable  buildings,  and  gave  some  information  on  specific  points 
which  were  referred  to  him,  but  that  the  Commission  saw  very 
little  of  him,  being  informed  that  he  was  at  work  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  New  Buildings.  During  this  period  Mr.  Brown  con- 
tinued to  draw  his  salary  of  $1,800  from  the  Commission.  Upon 
these  facts  this  committee  is  divided  in  opinion  as  to  what  should 
be  done. 

Two  of  the  committee  (Mr.  Allen  and  Mr.  Kenny)  think  that, 
as  Mr.  Brown  rendered  valuable  assistance  out  of  hours  for 
which  he  expected  to  be  paid,  he  ought  to  receive  a  fair  com- 
pensation for  the  same.  Mr.  Brown  stated  to  the  committee  that 
he  was  willing  to  accept  $790  in  full  settlement  of  his  claim  as  a 
matter  of  compromise.  They  recommend  the  payment  of  that 
amount.  They  do  not  think  that  the  fact  that  he  twice  tried  and 
failed  to  obtain  an  increase  of  salary  should  be  conclusive  against 
him,  and  they  regard  the  promise  in  June,  1901,  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  New  Buildings  as  binding. 

Three  of  the  committee  (Mr.  Ernst,  Mrs.  Fifield  and  Mr. 
Morris)  think  that  Mr.  Brown  ought  not  to  be  paid  anything  for 
the  work  prior  to  June,  1901.  During  that  time  he  was  in  the 
employ  of  the  School  Committee  at  a  regular  salary.  He  knew 
the  peculiar  nature  of  school  work  handled  by  committees,  who  of 
necessity  hold  their  meetings  at  irregular  hours,  lasting  often- 
times into  the  evening.  His  compensation,  like  that  of  all  other 
officers  of  the  School  Board,  was  presumably  based  upon  this 
condition  of  affairs,  and  they  believe  that  it  would  be  a  dangerous 
precedent  to  admit  that  such  officials,  accepting  office  and  dis- 
charging their  duties  with  such  knowledge,  might  subsequently 
demand  additional  pay.  They  consider  that  they  are  bound  by 
the  action  of  prior  committees  who,  when  asked  to  increase  Mr. 
Brown's  salary,  refused  to  do  so.  If  Mr.  Brown  had  been  dis- 
satisfied with  such  refusals,  his  remedy  was  to  leave  the  service. 
Continuing  in  it  was  an  acceptance  by  him  of  the  situation. 
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Mrs.  Fifield  and  Mr.  Morris  feel  that  when  in  June,  1901,  Mr. 
Brown  went  into  the  employ  of  the  new  Schoolhouse  Commission 
the  situation  changed,  and  as  he  then  distinctly  stated  that  he 
expected,  and  the  Committee  on  New  Buildings  distinctly 
promised  to  pay,  extra  compensation,  the  Board  ought  to  recog- 
nize this  agreement  and  pay  Mr.  Brown  a  reasonable  compensation. 
They  think  his  claim  of  $675  unreasonable.  Giving  him  allowance 
for  all  extra  time,  and  paying  him  at  his  own  rates  (viz.,  time  and 
one-half  figured  by  him  as  93§  cents  per  hour),  they  find  that  a  most 
liberal  compensation  for  all  extra  services  would  be  $350,  and  that 
amount  they  recommend  that  he  be  paid. 

Mr.  Ernst  thinks  that  the  Committee  on  New  Buildings  had  no 
authority  to  make  any  such  promise.  Section  31  of  the  Rules 
distinctly  forbids  any  committee  from  expending  or  authorizing 
the  expenditure  of  any  money  beyond  the.  amount  appropriated  in 
the  budget  approved  by  the  Board.  He  finds  no  appropria- 
tion for  any  such  purpose.  He  thinks  that  such  an  arrangement 
to  be  binding  should  have  been  passed  upon  by  the  Board.  He 
regrets  that  any  precedent  should  be  established  seeming  to 
recognize  such  authority  in  a  sub-committee.  If  there  is 
authority  for  contracting  a  $600  liability,  there  is  the  same 
authority  for  contracting  an  unlimited  liability,  and  any  such 
doctrine  is  fraught  with  the  greatest  danger.  He  is,  however,  in 
this  instance,  willing,  solely  as  a  matter  of  compromise,  to  recom- 
mend the  payment  of  1350,  with  the  understanding  that  this  is  in 
no  sense  to  be  regarded  as  a  precedent  for  future  action. 

A  majority  of  the  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Charles  A.  Brown  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($350)  in  full  compensation  for  all  ser- 
vices rendered  to  the  Board  or  any  committee  thereof  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  order. 

Mr.  Kenny  presented  the  following  minority  report 
and  order,  signed  by  himself  and  Mr.  Allen:

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Amendment 
Janitors  of  the  Public  Schools,  adopted  June  11,  1901,  Regulations 
be  amended  as  follows  :  for  janitors. 

Rule  7.  Strike  out  the  words  "or  to  the  Schoolhouse  Custo- 
dian "  in  the  third  line,  so  that  the  rule  will  rea'd  as  follows: 

Rule  7.  Janitors  shall  regularly  wind  the  clocks  throughout 
the  buildings,  and  report  to  the  principal  if  any  be  out  of  order. 

Rule  15,  paragraph  2.  Insert  the  following  words  after  the 
word  "  month  "  in  the  second  line :  —  and  not  in  charge  of  steam 
heating  apparatus, —  so  that  the  paragraph  will  read  as  follows: 

Janitors  receiving  a  salary  of  less  than  -$60  and  more  than  $25 
per  month,  and  not  in  charge  of  steam  heating  apparatus,  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  time  required  for  the  performance  of  their  du- 
ties, be  in  attendance  from  8.30  to  9  A.M.,  during  the  recess 
period,  and  from  fifteen  minutes  before  the  close  of  each  session 
until  fifteen  minutes  after  the  close  thereof,  or  until  the  building 
shall  have  been  vacated  by  teachers  and  pupils  at  the  close  of  the 
day's  session. 

Rule  16.     Strike  out  the  word  "and"  after  the  word  "stair- 
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cases  "  in  the  first  line,  and  insert  the  following  words  after  the 
word  ' '  corridors  "  in  the  same  line :  — and  kindergarten  rooms,  — 
so  that  the  rule  will  read  as  follows : 

Eule  16.  The  staircases,  corridors  and  kindergarten  rooms  of 
school-houses  shall  he  swept  daily,  after  the  close  of  the  day's 
session;  the  rooms,  including  closets  and  dressing-rooms  and 
school-hall,  twice  each  week,  once  by  Wednesday  night,  and 
again  on  Saturday.  The  basements  shall  be  swept  once  each 
week,  or  as  often  as  required  to  keep  them  in  good  order.  En- 
tries, stairs,  rails,  and  furniture  shall  be  dusted  every  morning 
before  the  opening  of  school.  Windows,  window-sills,  wainscot- 
ing, walls  and  ceilings,  shall  be  dusted  as  often  as  necessary  to 
keep  tbem  in  good  order.  Ink-wells  shall  be  cleaned  at  least 
once  in  three  months.  Erasers  and  chalk  receptacles  shall  be 
cleaned  once  each  week.  Yards,  walks,  and  out-houses  shall  be 
examined  daily,  and  kept  clean  and  in  good  order.  Sanitaries 
shall  be  flushed  with  water  at  least  once  each  day,  and  kept 
thoroughly  clean  and  disinfected.  Urinals  shall  be  washed  with 
soda  or  potash  water. 

Rule  17.  Insert  after  the  word  "desks"  in  the  fourth  line,  the 
following  words :  —  shall  be  washed  once  a  year  and  those,  —  so 
that  the  rule  will  read  as  follows : 

Rule  IT.  Once  every  two  weeks  all  floors  shall  be  covered  with 
sawdust,  wet  with  a  solution  of  formaldehyde,  and  swept  up 
before  it  becomes  dry.  Chairs  and  desks  shall  be  washed  once  a 
year,  and  those  occupied  by  pupils  who  have  contracted  a  con- 
tagious disease  shall  be  thoroughly  wiped  with  a  cloth  wet  with 
the  above  solution,  and  all  door-knobs  and  hand-rails  shall  be 
similarly  wiped  at  least  twice  each  month. 

Rule  21,  paragraph  1.  Strike  out  the  word  "occasionally"  in 
the  fifth  and  sixth  lines,  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words :  — 
each  day,  —  so  that  the  paragraph  will  read  as  follows : 

Rule  21.  Where  steam-heating  apparatus  is  used,  it  shall  be 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order.  Boilers  shall  be  blown  clean  as 
often  as  once  each  month,  and  the  tubes  cleaned  once  each  week ; 
the  safety  valve  should  be  tried  each  day,  and  all  other  valves 
looked  after  and  kept  properly  packed.  Ashes  shall  be  drawn 
from  under  the  boilers  each  day.  Janitors  of  buildings  heated  by 
steam  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  safety  of  the  pipes  from 
freezing.  In  extremely  cold  weather  they  must  take  unusual  pre- 
cautions, either  by  remaining  during  the  night,  or  until  satisfied 
of  the  safety  of  the  apparatus.  Janitors  must  keep  themselves 
informed  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  heating  apparatus,  and 
give  immediate  notice  at  the  office  of  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian 
of  any  possibility  of  danger  arising  therefrom.  It  is  not  required 
that  fires  should  be  kept  up  on  holidays  or  during  vacations,  ex- 
cept enough  to  protect  the  apparatus.  Hot  water  only  to  be  used 
in  thawing  steam  or  water  pipes,  should  any  be  found  frozen. 
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Insert  the  following  as  a  separate  paragraph,  immediately  fol- 
lowing paragraph  1  of  Rule  21. 

When  the  weather  has  become  sufficiently  warm  to  permit  dis- 
continuing the  use  of  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus,  janitors 
shall  prepare  their  boilers  for  inspection,  thoroughly  clean  them, 
remove  handhole  and  manhole  plates  from  same,  clean  out  fire- 
boxes, back  connections,  flues,  uptakes  and  chimneys,  and  shall 
notify  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  in  writing,  of  the  exact  condi- 
tion of  all  apparatus  throughout  the  building,  and  recommend 
such  repairs  as,  in  their  opinion,  are  necessary  for  the  safety  of 
the  school  and  the  preservation  of  the  apparatus. 

Rule  22.  Strike  out  the  figures  "  8.50"  in  the  eighth  line,  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  figures:  — 8.30,  —  so  that  the  rule  will 
read  as  follows: 

Rule  22.  Janitors  shall  have  the  temperature  of  every  room 
occupied  for  school  purposes  at  not  less  than  60°  F.  at  8.30  A.M. 
each  school  day,  and  shall  maintain  the  temperature  in  such  rooms 
between  68°  and  72°  F.  during  the  hours  of  session.  They  shall 
have  the  ventilating  apparatus  in  full  and  complete  operation  as 
early  as  8.30  A.M.,  and  shall  run  the  same  to  its  full  capacity 
during  the  hours  of  session,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Principal  or  Schoolhouse  Custodian.  They  shall  thoroughly 
ventilate  every  class-room  at  the  close  of  each  school  day  by 
opening  windows  and  doors,  except  in  case  of  storm,  and  before 
the  opening  of  the  morning  session,  weather  permitting. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bur-rill,  the  reading  of  the  order 
was  dispensed  with,  and  it  was  laid  on  the  table.

Mr.  Storrow  for  the  Special  Committee  on  extended  Report  of 
use  of  school  buildings,  presented  the  following:  extended  use 

of  school 
The  special  committee  appointed  to  report  to  the  Board  a  plan  buildings. 

for  the  more  extended  use  of  the  city's  school  plant,  beg  to  re-  [Seep. 27.] 
port  as  follows: 

The  committee  are  unanimous  in  feeling  that  in  many  directions 
it  would  be  profitable  and  wise  to  extend  the  use  of  the  city's 
school  plant.  Of  the  80,000  children  in  the  public  schools,  many 
thousands  stop  attending  school  before  they  are  15,  and  90  per  cent, 
of  them  never  pass  into  the  High  or  Latin  Schools.  If  the  chief 
ultimate  end  of  all  training  and  education  is  to  form  character  so 
that  our  boys  and  girls  shall  lead  moral  and  useful  lives,  who  can 
contend  that  at  the  age  of  fourteen  or  fifteen  the  work  has  been 
completed  ?  We  all  know  that  at  this  age  the  character  of  the 
average  boy  or  girl  cannot  be  said  to  be  formed,  and  we  also  know 
that  at  this  age  they  are  granted  greater  liberty  and  also  begin  to 
be  exposed  to  an  entirely  new  set  of  temptations.  It  is  clear,  there- 
fore, that  children  who  cannot  complete  their  grammar  school 
course  or  attend  the  high  school  have  not  developed  as  far  in 
character,  and  are  not  as  likely  to  develop  along  the  right  road,  as 
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those  boys  and  girls  whose  parents  are  able  to  keep  them  at  school 
until  they  have  taken  all  that  the  city  can  give  them.  Yet  the 
parents  of  the  latter  class  must  presumably  be,  on  the  average, 
better  off,  and  probably  in  the  majority  of  cases,  therefore  better 
able  to  supplement  any  deficiency  in  school  training  than  the 
fathers  and  mothers  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  leave  school  at  the 
earliest  legal  limit.  Under  the  present  system,  where  the  need  is 
greatest,  there  the  least  assistance  is  given.  Can  this  state  of 
things  be  improved  ?  If  it  is  worth  while  for  the  city  to  give  a 
Latin  or  high-school  education  to  every  boy  who  can  afford  to 
take  it,  it  is  certainly  still  more  worth  while  for  the  city  to  try  to 
promote  the  moral  and  intellectual  welfare  of  the  boy  of  fourteen 
who  cannot  afford  it.  To  do  this  is  not  inconsistent  with  the 
present  system  of  public  school  education,  but  merely  rounds  it 
out  to  its  logical  and  completed  form. 

With  this  end  in  view,  this  committee  believe  that  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  continue  the  school-house  as  a  natural  and 
wholesome  rallying  place  for  those  of  our  boys  and  girls  who  are 
unfortunately  obliged  to  stop  their  schooling  long  before  they 
have  received  what,  with  the  approval  of  every  one,  the  city  freely 
offers  to  all.  Steady  the  character  of  these  boys  and  girls  by  en- 
couraging them  to  come  into  the  schools  during  the  evening;  and 
promote  their  physical  welfare  by  using  the  simple  gymnastic 
apparatus  and  the  baths  to  be  found  in  some  of  our  school  build- 
ings; teach  them  to  use  their  hands  at  manual  training,  or  sewing 
or  cooking;  increase  their  practical  knowledge  by  elementary 
technical  lectures  bearing  on  the  different  trades  and  callings 
which  they  are  taking  up;  cultivate  their  imaginations  by  lectures 
on  travel  in  other  countries ;  and  increase  their  civic  knowledge 
and  civic  pride  by  discussions  on  the  government  of  our  own 
cities  as  they  are  and  as  they  ought  to  be. 

Besides  this,  much  more  might  be  accomplished  if  the  city 
would  more  frequently  and  fully  recognize  its  partnership  with 
the  parents  in  its  efforts  to  uplift  their  children.  The  parents  of 
children  ought  to  be  regularly  drawn  into  the  schools ;  their  more 
active  sympathy  and  cooperation  ought  to  be  enlisted.  Some 
efforts  have  been  made  along  this  line,  but  much  more  can  and 
ought  to  be  done. 

The  needs  of  the  children  are  always  to  be  placed  first  in  con- 
sidering the  possible  use  of  the  school  plant;  but  many  eminent 
men  have  pointed  out  that  there  is  no  place  and  no  age  at  which 
a  man's  education  should  stop,  and  if,  after  the  children  have 
been  fully  provided  for,  there  remain  vacant  hours  and  suitable 
unused  halls  or  rooms,  then,  at  least,  in  the  congested  section  of 
the  city,  the  municipality  could  well  afford  to  offer  its  citizens 
the  use  of  an  appropriate  room,  with  books  borrowed  from  the 
Public  Library,  and  provided  with  such  other  attractions  as  can 
well  be  offered. 
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We  cannot  hope  to  realize  from  our  school  buildings  at  the 
present  time  everything  which  intelligent  and  public-spirited 
citizens  hope  some  day  to  see.  In  order  that  progress  may  be 
wise  and  sure  it  is  best  that  it  should  be  conservative  and  slow. 

This  committee,  after  giving  the  subject  careful  consideration, 
has  decided  to  recommend  to  the  Board  that  two  school  plants  — 
the  Hancock  School,  with  its  attendant  Paul  Revere  School  across 
the  street,  and  the  Lowell  School,  on  Centre  street,  Jamaica 
Plain  —  be  turned  over  to  it  for  use  in  these  directions.  These 
two  schools  are  suggested  partly  because  of  the  great  interest  the 
two  masters  take  in  this  movement  (for  it  is  felt  that  the  experi- 
ment should  be  tried  under  the  guidance  of  a  thoroughly  inter- 
ested and  sympathetic  master),  and  partly  because  of  the  plan  of 
the  school  buildings  and  their  location.  To  try  a  second  school- 
house  in  some  portions  of  the  South  End  would  be,  in  effect, 
merely  repeating  the  experiment  we  propose  for  the  Hancock 
School  in  the  North  End.  The  Lowell  School  District  has  quite 
a  different  population,  living  under  different  conditions;  yet  it  is 
the  opinion  of  the  master  and  of  the  citizens  of  that  district  who 
have  been  interested  in  this  movement  that  the  Lowell  School- 
house  might,  at  trifling  expense  to  the  city,  be  made  to  confer  a 
much  greater  benefit  on  the  community  surrounding  it  than  it 
now  does. 

The  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

Ordered,  That  the  special  committee  appointed  to  report  a 
plan  for  the  more  extended  use  of  the  public  schools  are  hereby 
continued  in  office,  and  authorized  to  keep  open,  during  such 
hours  and  for  such  purposes  as  they  may  deem  wise,  the  whole 
or  any  portion  of  the  Hancock,  Paul  Revere,  and  Lowell  School-

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the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  of  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters,  relative  to  proposed  legislation  to  authorize  the  establish- 
ment of  a"  Boston  Teachers'  College,"  having  given  the  matter 
careful  attention,  now  report  as  follows : 

It  should  at  the  outset  be  stated  that  the  committee  has  treated 
the  matter  de  novo,  and  not  as  a  question  of  policy  already  settled 
by  this  Board, — this  for  the  reason  that  the  vote  of  December 
10th  last,  authorizing  the  petition  to  the  Legislature,  was  passed 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  requirements  of  law  as  to  publi- 
cation of  notice  of  the  petition,  on  the  urgent  representations  of 
the  friends  of  the  measure  that,  otherwise,  the  matter  must  lie 
dormant  for  another  year. 

Passing  to  the  merits,  a  statement  of  the  exact  proposition 
before  the  Board  may  be  of  value.  If  one  could  view  the  plan  as 
could  a  board  of  trustees,  backed  by  an  ample  endowment, 
solution  would  be  easier.  But  the  question  is  not,  what  is  educa- 
tionally wise  in  the  abstract.  That  longer  and  better  training 
makes  better  teachers,  that  better  teachers  make  better  schools, 
and  that  better  schools  make  better  citizens,  is  a  course  of 
reasoning  which  no  sane  man  would  dare  to  combat.  Were  the 
purely  educational  aspect  the  only  one  your  committee  would 
hesitate  to  disregard  the  matured  judgment  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  But  for  this  Board,  as  a  trustee  owing  duties  to  all 
city  interests,  including  those  of  the  taxpayer,  the  question  is,  if 
educationally  wise,  is  the  proposed  measure  economically  wise? 
Is  it  wise  as  a  municipal  establishment?  And  is  it  wise  under 
present  conditions,  financial  as  well  as  others? 

A  correct  point  of  view  should  also  be  maintained.  That  both 
as  a  duty  to  its  children,  and  as  a  requisite  to  its  political  health, 
a  city  is  in  duty  bound  to  provide  a  certain  amount  of  education, 
open  to  all  alike,  will  be  readily  conceded.  That  a  favored  few 
are,  as  a  matter  of  obligation  to  them,  to  receive  in  addition  a 
free  special  training  beyond  that,  is  undemocratic  and  illogical. 
Yet  in  the  discussion  of  this  matter  no  error  more  persistently 
recurs  than  this  idea  that  the  city  is  under  some  undefined  duty 
to  its  would  be  teachers  to  give  them  special  training,  as  witness 
the  first  report  to  the  Board  on  this  very  measure.  The  issue 
should  be  met  squarely.  If  the  time  has  come  when  the  city 
owes  its  citizens  education  beyond  that  of  the  high  school,  then 
what  is  required  is  a  People's  University  for  all,  not  a  Teachers' 
College  for  a  special  class.  Your  committee  believes  that,  for  a 
city  with  so  large  a  debt  as  Boston,  that  time  is  yet  remote.  If 
so,  then  teachers'  training  should  be  limited  to  city  needs, 
judged  only  by  benefit  resulting  to  the  main  school  system, 
restricted  by  the  most  selfish  application  of  the  laws  of  demand 
and  supply,  curtailed  as  to  expense  by  the  elimination  of  all  that 
is  at  hand  ready  made.     The  sole  excuse  for  being  of  a  special 
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training  school  should  be,  as  it  is  of  our  normal  school,  a  city  need, 
not  the  needs  of  its  pupils. 

The  proposed  college,  as  a  municipal  institution,  is  confessedly 
a  new  departure.  Its  prototype  is  the  Teachers1  College  in  New 
York,  which,  starting  from  small  beginnings  nearly  twenty  years 
ago,  and  maintained  always  by  private  endowment,  never  as 
a  municipal  institution,  obtained  a  permanent  charter  in  1892, 
became  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  in  1893,  and  began  to 
grant  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  1900.  It  now  offers 
forty-six  courses  in  education,  seventy-three  supplementary 
courses,  and  the  opportunity  of  attendance  on  courses  in  Barnard 
College  and  Columbia  University  (where  last  year  seventy-five 
courses  were  actually  taken),  maintains  a  staff  of  twenty-one  pro- 
fessors, sixty-one  instructors,  twelve  assistants,  and  twenty-seven 
administrative  officers;  it  has  a  regular  college  enrolment  of  five 
hundred  and  ninety-three  students,  drawn  from  thirty-six  states 
and  countries,  and  with  eighty-three  colleges  and  forty-four 
normal  schools  represented  by  their  graduates,  and  a  total  enrol- 
ment of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-six.  It  charges 
an  annual  tuition  fee  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  degree 
courses,  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  other  courses,  and  has  an 
endowment  for  educational  purposes  of  nearly  two  million 
dollars. 

Such  an  institution  is  limited  only  by  its  endowment  and  the 
demand  for  its  instruction.  On  the  other  hand,  adopting,  as  your 
committee  does,  the  argument  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Legislative  Matters,  it  is  evident  that  any  city 
institution  created  on  similar  lines  would  at  once  find  a  definite 
limitation  in  the  city  demand  for  teachers.  Objectionable  con- 
sequences would  almost  inevitably  follow.  If  the  demand  for 
admission  to  the  present  Normal  School  be  any  criterion,  the 
demand  for  admission  to  such  an  institution  as  proposed  would 
so  far  exceed  the  city  need  for  teachers  that  admission  would 
almost  necessarily  be  limited  to  Boston  inhabitants.  The  field 
from  which  to  select  raw  material  for  teachers  would  become 
unfortunately  restricted.  Again,  the  present  pressure  for  ap- 
pointment of  Boston  Normal  School  graduates  is  sufficiently  mis- 
chievous. The  claims  from  the  graduates  of  such  a  proposed 
college  would  probably  be  so  much  larger  that  practically  all  the 
recruits  to  our  teaching  force  would  come  from  one  source, — 
another  unfortunate  limitation  of  the  source  of  supply,  which 
was  pointed  out  in  the  Superintendent's  annual  report  for  1899, 
wherein  he  says  that  "the  staff  that  is  recruited  all  from  one 
source  inevitably  becomes  narrow,  conceited,  and  unprogressive. 
It  will  work  endless  mischief  if  the  Normal  School,  however  ex- 
cellent in  itself  and  well  managed,  is  made  the  only  source  from 
which  primary  and  grammar  assistants  can  be  obtained  for  the 
schools  of  this  city.1' 
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The  present  educational  market  presents  two  salient  features  — 
on  the  one  hand  an  excess  of  supply  over  demand  of  college-bred, 
liberally  cultured  applicants,  lacking  pedagogical  practice  or  ex- 
perience, and  on  the  other  hand  a  similar  excess  of  normal  school 
graduates,  who  fairly  possess  the  latter  equipment,  but  are  defi- 
cient in  the  former.  The  educational  problem  is  to  combine  the 
virtues  of  both  classes,  and  eradicate  their  defects.  The  munic- 
ipal problem  confronting  us  is  to  take  the  ready-made  material  at 
hand,  and  perfect  it  by  adding  at  city  cost  that,  and  only  that, 
which  is  not  being  supplied  elsewhere.  For  example,  the  various 
colleges,  particularly  those  for  women,  are  turning  out  in  con- 
stantly increasing  numbers  graduates,  who,  while  possessing 
liberal  culture  and  a  theoretical  knowledge  of  pedagogy,  lack 
practical  training,  because  of  want  of  what  may  be  termed 
laboratory  facilities.  These  the  city  can  and  should  supply. 
"But,"  it  is  argued,  "these  college  graduates  will  not  come  to 
our  Normal  School.'"  Then  the  fault  is  in  the  Normal  School 
curriculum,  and  should  be  corrected  by  the  school  authorities  as 
fast  as  building  accommodations  and  other  conditions  permit. 
Lengthening  of  courses  in  State  Normal  Schools  has  been  fol- 
lowed by  increased  attendance  by  college  graduates.  Surely  the 
remedy  is  not  to  duplicate  at  city  expense  for  an  additional  class 
the  collegiate  education  which  the  first  class  has  already  gained  at 
its  own  expense.  Yet  just  this  economic  waste  is  a  large  part  of 
the  present  scheme.  Again,  the  present  tendency  is  for  all  profes- 
sional schools  to  first  perfect  the  theory  in  a  university  atmosphere, 
as  it  were,  and  then  apply  the  practice.  The  proposed  plan  seeks 
to  create  an  outside  detached  institution  —  with  a  university  at- 
mosphere maintained  at  an  annual  cost  of  $25,000  !  Again,  it  is 
claimed  that  this  plan  may  lead  to  the  enviable  result  of  collegiate 
teachers  in  the  grades.  But  how  ?  Will  the  civic  gratitude  of  its 
graduates,  liberally  educated  at  no  expense  to  themselves,  lead 
them  to  take  grade  positions  in  Boston  rather  than  more  ad- 
vanced and  better  paying  ones  out  of  town  ?  If  they  do,  will  it 
not  demonstrate  inferior  scholarship  ?  Or  is  it  hoped  to  cause 
thereby  at  city  cost  such  an  influx  of  liberally  educated  teachers 
into  the  ranks  of  the  unemployed  as  to  create  a  benevolent  inter- 
ference with  the  laws  of  demand  and  supply,  and  drive  such 
teachers  into  the  grades  ?  When  those  laws  are  met  they  will  go 
there  —  teachers'  college,  or  no  teachers1  college. 

The  matter  of  degrees  is  adverted  to  only  briefly,  as,  although 
it  seems  the  only  cause  for  seeking  legislative  interference,  yet 
your  committee  regard  it  as  relatively  unimportant,  so  much  so 
as  to  make  it  thoroughly  undesirable  to  invite  at  this  time  the 
practically  certain  opposition  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  of 
universities,  and  of  collegiate  alumni.  State  traditions  are 
against  giving  the  power  to  grant  liberal  degrees  to  other  than  a 
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self-perpetuating  corporate  body,  capable  of  continuity  of  policy, 
and  not  open  to  the  influences  which  may  beset  any  school  com- 
mittee or  other  elective  body.  And  the  merits  of  such  an  institu- 
tion and  of  its  graduates  are  as  yet  unproven.  It  is  no  unfair 
requirement  that  it  should  first  earn  its  right  to  grant  degrees. 
Proven  ability  to  produce  the  goods  should  precede  the  right  to 
apply  the  label.  If  a  new  institution  is  to  be  created  within 
which  a  Normal  School  is  to  be  but  a  mere  department,  then  such 
an  educational  institution  with  the  plant,  equipment,  and  facili- 
ties that  must  necessarily  accompany  it  calls  for  such  financial 
provision  that  the  benefit  resulting  to  the  city  would  be  entirely 
incommensurate  with  the  burden  imposed.  If  a  great  institution 
is  to  be  established,  going  above  and  beyond  our  Normal  School, 
it  should  be  undertaken  by  the  State  as  the  crowning  feature  of 
its  educational  work. 

Tour  committee  deem  the  proposed  plan  to  be  too  radical  an 
innovation.  Healthy  growth  is  ordinarily  slow  growth,  and  this 
measure  ignores  the  day  of  small  things.  But  many  of  its  fea- 
tures are  desirable,  and  while  not  strictly 'within  its  province, 
your  committee  ventures  to  express  the  hope  that  as  more  press- 
ing and  material  needs  of  the  school  system  are  alleviated,  and 
financial  straits  relieved,  the  present  and  succeeding  Normal 
School  Committees  will  seek  to  carry  those  features  into  effect. 
An  additional  advantage  to  be  gained  by  refraining  from  precipi- 
tate action  is  this:  It  is  well  known  that  of  late  the  improved 
theoretical  training  of  teachers  by  extended  courses  in  colleges 
teaching  pedagogy,  and  in  the  State  Normal  Schools,  has  in- 
creased with  enormous  rapidity.  Time  has  not  yet  tested 
the  results  of  this  impulse,  nor  fully  shown  the  place  in  the  edu- 
cational system  which  its  product  is  to  occupy.  To  make  haste 
slowly  may  avoid  a  painful  retracing  of  the  way,  and  may  save 
needless  waste.  The  passage  of  the  following  order  is  recom- 
mended .

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters  are  hereby 
instructed  on  behalf  of  this  Board,  to  request  leave  to  withdraw 
the  petition  now  pending  in  the  Legislature  for  establishment  of 
a  Teachers'  College. 

Mrs.  Duff  presented  the   following   minority  report  Minority 

,         -,  ,  ,  .      ,  report  of  joint 

and  order  on  the  same  subject :  committee  on 
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A  modern  writer  on  educational  subjects,  says  of  Horace  Mann: 
"  Apathetic  indifference,  hide-bound  conservatism,  niggardly- 
parsimony,    sectarian  bigotry  and   political    animosity,    surged 

around  him but  he  left  the  field  so  clear  that,  since  his 

day,  none  of  these  reactionary  forces,  singly  or  combined,  have 
made  any  successful  opposition  to  the  on-going  movements  of 
popular  education." 

Encouraged  by  this  statement,  and  being  convinced  that  in 
justice  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  in  justice  to  the  present  and 
future  teaching  force  in  this  city,  and  in  justice  to  the  children 
of  the  Public  Schools,  the  undersigned  dissent  from  the  judg- 
ment of  the  majority  of  your  committee,  and  recommend  the 
prosecution  of  the  bill  now  before  the  Legislature,  looking  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Teachers'  College  in  Boston. 

Besides  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Normal  School  of  last  year,  and  the  report  of 
the  new  Legislative  Committee,  we  present  the  following  resume 
of  the  information  received  at  the  hearings  and  meetings  held  in 
this  building  for  the  discussion  of  this  important  subject. 

We  first  present  arguments  advanced  in  opposition  to  the 
establishment  of  the  proposed  college. 

One  of  our  Supervisors  said:  "I  am  not  in  favor  of  this 
Teachers'  College. 

The  schools  of  Boston  have  deteriorated  in  the  last  ten 
years  owing  to  the  large  number  of  Boston  trained  girls, 
who  have  been  appointed  to  teach  in  these  schools.  It  would  be 
better  for  the .  city  to  employ  more  country  bred  and  country 
trained  teachers. 

The  teachers  who  come  from  the  country  have  more  common 
sense  and  better  judgment,  and  make  better  teachers.  I  believe- 
that  we  should  go  into  the  outlying  districts  and  bring  in  the 
best  teachers." 

A  professor  from  Harvard  University  said : 

uThe  outline  of  the  scope  and  organization  of  the  in- 
tended Teachers'  College,  as  presented  in  the  Supervisors'  report, 
is  excellent.  But  to  my  mind  there  is  no  life  outside  the  univer- 
sity life  for  the  preparation  of  teaching.  The  full  advantages  of 
the  educational  courses  of  Harvard  have  never  been  tested.  We 
have  no  means  of  telling  whether  the  number  of  college  gradu- 
ates for  which  this  new  college  will  provide  will  be  large  enough 
or  of  the  kind  that  will  warrant  the  expense. 

If  the  city  of  Boston  has  money  to  spare  I  should  advise 
spending  it  upon  reducing  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher,  by 
employing  assistants  at  a  nominal  salary.  At  Harvard  there  are 
many  assistants  working  for  very  small  salaries." 

A  lady  from  the  State  Board  of  Education : 

This  lady  having  dwelt  at  great  length  upon  the  advantages  of 
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State  Normal  Schools,  notably  Bridgewater,  Hyannis  and  Worces- 
ter, and  having  advised  Boston  girls  to  attend  them,  and  so  save 
expense  to  the  city;  having  advocated  for  the  Boston  Normal 
School  an  extension  of  a  year,  during  which  third  year  the  pupils 
should  become  apprentices  in  the  schools ;  and  having  treated  at 
length  what  disposition  should  be  made  of  the  ' '  lower  grade  of 
teachers,"  meaning  by  the  "  lower  grade  "  those  who  would  never 
be  geniuses,  and  consequently  should  be  graduated  and  sent  out  as 
soon  as  possible;  having  advised  that  only  the  brightest  pupils 
should  be  encouraged  to  pursue  their  studies,  and  given  permis- 
sion to  take  a  higher  course,  this  lady  then  proceeded  to  dis- 
countenance the  degrees  suggested  by  our  Superintendent  as  inap- 
propriate for  any  college. 

She  stated  that  unless  Boston  built  a  Chinese  wall  about  itself 
by  having  it  distinctly  understood  that  only  graduates  of  its  Col- 
lege could  obtain  positions  in  its  schools,  the  Boston  Teachers' 
College  would  not  be  a  success. 

She  doubted  if  it  would  ever  attract  the  "best  element"  of 
University  graduates  to  its  courses  unless,  "  in  some  way,"  these 
students  were  assured,  before  entering,  that  they  would  certainly, 
upon  graduation,  receive  appointments. 

Another  lady  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  said  she  did 
not  think  college  degrees  for  teachers  necessary.  She  objected 
to  the  Boston  Teachers'  College,  as  she  feared  it  would  be  detri- 
mental to  the  State  Normal  School.  Then  she  enlarged  upon 
these  schools. 

She  then  said  that  she,  with  five  other  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  had  voted  against  granting  degrees  to  gradu- 
ates of  the  Boston  Teachers'  College.  They  did  this  contrary  to 
the  advice  of  the  chairman,  who  claimed  that  as  no  official  request 
had  come  to  them  from  the  Committee  on  Education  of  the  Leg- 
islature, it  did  not  become  them  to  take  this  action. 

They  voted,  nevertheless,  although  it  was  not  according  to  the 
rules  governing  their  action;  and  this  minority  of  your  committee 
think  the  vote  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  taken  as  it  was 
unofficially  and  under  protest  from  the  chairman,  should  be 
treated  as  it  deserves.  It  should  carry  no  weight  and  should  be 
quoted  against  the  college  at  no  time,  in  no  place. 

The  statements  of  these  three  persons,  then,  together  with  the 
report  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters  (Jan. 
28),  two  weeks  after  the  organization  of  that  committee,  three 
members  of  the  same  being  new  members  of  the  Board,  and 
which  report  we  here  insert,  is  what  has  been  offered  as  reasons 
why  the  Teachers'  College  of  Boston  should  not  be  established. 

The  following  is  offered  by  this  minority  of  your  committee  in 
recommendation  of  the  establishment  of  a  Boston  Teachers' 
College: 
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1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  its  annual  report  of  January 
28,  1902,  and  also  in  its  report  of  December  10,  1901,  not  only 
approves  of  the  college,  but  describes  at  length  its  scope,  its 
organization,  its  necessity.  This  by  a  vote  of  6  to  1,  the  one 
being  the  Supervisor  quoted  at  the  beginning  of  this  report. 

2.  Mr.  Seaver,  our  Superintendent,  says:  "This  project  of 
a  Teachers"  College,  has  my  unqualified  approval.  I  know  of  no 
better  means  of  improving  the  educational  system  of  Boston. 
There  may  be  other  ways,  but  if  there  are,  I  do  not  know  them." 

3.  Supervisor  A.  says:  "  I  do  not  agree  with  the  statement 
that  the  schools  of  Boston  are  deteriorating.  The  home  training 
of  country  girls  cannot  be  said  to  excel  that  of  the  home  training 
of  Boston  girls.  The  effort  to  improve  the  present  Normal 
School,  by  extending  its  course  another  year,  would  be  a  waste  of 
time  and  money.  The  Teachers'  College  as  outlined  must  vastly 
improve  education  in  Boston.'" 

4.  Supervisor  B.  says:  "  It  is  estimated  that  the  establishment 
of  the  Teachers'  College  will  cost  at  least  $25,000  over  the  pres- 
ent cost  of  the  Normal  School.  If  it  cost  $50,000  or  $100,000 
more  it  would  be  worth  it,  and  I  feel  sure,  if  the  question  is  re- 
ferred to  the  people  of  Boston  as  a  whole,  they  would  agree  with 
this  statement.  If  the  students  of  this  college  give  four  years  of 
study  after  four  years  in  a  high  school  they  are  entitled  to  a  de- 
gree and  should  have  it.  I  do  not  think  the  extension  of  the 
present  Normal  School  would  meet  the  requirements." 

5.  Supervisor  C.  says:  "The  original  order  represents  care- 
ful study  of  the  situation  with  the  knowledge  which  was  the  out- 
come of  long  experience  with  Boston  schools.  I  believe  it  repre- 
sents the  wishes  of  the  people  for  whom  the  schools  are  intended. 
If  the  city  has  no  right  to  train  teachers  it  has  no  right  to  main- 
tain its  present  Normal  School.  If  we  are  to  train  teachers  at  all 
we  owe  it  to  the  city  to  give  them  the  best  possible  training.  To 
judge  wisely  concerning  our  schools  demands  an  intimate,  not 
a  superficial,  knowledge  of  the  conditions.  I  think  it  is  impera- 
tive that  this  question  should  be  decided  at  once  and  in  the 
affirmative,  as  the  class  entering  in  September  should  be  offered  a 
choice  of  courses.  It  will  then  be  four  years  before  a  degree  can 
be  granted,  which,  I  think,  would  certainly  have  been  earned.  I 
should  not  favor  an  extension  of  the  present  Normal  School." 

6.  Supervisor  D.  says:  "Knowing  the  obstacles  which  would 
be  put  in  the  way  of  the  establishment  of  this  Teachers'  College 
and  the  opposition  with  which  the  project  would  be  met,  I  hesi- 
tated at  first  to  wholly  endorse  the  movement.  That  I  have 
approved  of  both  reports  favoring  the  Teachers'  College  is  proof 
that  I  am  convinced  that  this  proposed  college  will  greatly  bene- 
fit the  teachers  and  the  schools  of  Boston. 

7.  Supervisor  E.  says:      "I  do  not  agree  with  the  statement 
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that  the  schools  of  Boston  are  deteriorating.  All  that  has  been 
said  in  favor  of  this  project  has  been  said  so  much  better  than  I 
could  say  it  that  I  have  only  to  agree  with  the  others." 

8.  The  Head  Assistant  of  the  Boston  Normal  School  says: 
"I  believe  that  this  project,  aiming  as  it  does  to  improve  the 
schools  of  Boston,  will  be  a  success.  The  Committee  on  Normal 
School  recommends  the  continuance  of  the  present  course  of  two 
years  and  an  optional  course  of  two  additional  years.  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  say  that  the  work  done  by  the  pupils  in  a  two  years' 
course  in  the  present  Normal  School  is  equal  to  the  work  done  in 
any  woman's  college  I  have  known.  I  see  no  reason  why  two 
years  more  of  equally  good  work  should  not  be  rewarded  with  a 
degree." 

9.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  was  kind 
enough  to  appear  at  two  hearings.  He  stated  that  the  public 
demanded,  and  that  teachers  themselves  were  seeking,  a 
broader  and  better  educational  training.  Most  universities  at 
the  present  time  were  not  offering  enough  professional  training  in 
their  educational  courses:  that  a  Teachers'  College  must  come,  — 
it  had  become  a  necessity.  His  connection  with  the  State  Board 
of  Education  would  naturally  lead  him  to  wish  that  it  migbt  be 
under  State  management,  but  in  any  case,  to  do  its  best  work,  it 
should  be  situated  in  Boston.  As  there  was  no  movement  at 
present  in  this  direction  on  the  part  of  the  State,  he  saw  no  reason 
why  the  proposed  Boston  Teachers'  College  could  not  fulfil  all  re- 
quirements. Since  most  colleges  required  only  a  four  years'  high 
school  course  and  entrance  examination,  and  after  a  prescribed 
number  of  courses  covering  four  years  of  study  a  degree  was 
granted,  he  saw  no  reason  why  the  same  reward  should  not  be 
given  to  graduates  of  the  proposed  Teachers'  College. 

10.  His  Excellency  Governor  Crane,  in  his  message,  Jan.,  1902, 
after  advocating  strongly  retrenchment  in  many  departments  of 
the  Commonwealth,  says: 

"  Upon  the  public  schools,  more  than  upon  any  other  public 
agency,  depends  the  welfare  of  the  Commonwealth.  Their  con- 
tribution to  this  welfare  justifies  the  large  sums  annually  ex- 
pended upon  them." 

11.  His  Honor  Mayor  Collins,  after  having  read  the  reports  on 
the  college,  says:  "You  may  quote  me  as  saying  I  am  heartily  in 
sympathy  with  this  movement  to  establish  a  Boston  Teachers' 
College,  believing  in  the  higher  education  of  the  teachers,  as 
bringing  about  the  better  education  of  the  children.  If  the 
School  Committee  votes  to  establish  this  college  I  shall  at  once 
look  about  for  means  of  maintenance,  which  I  have  not  the 
slightest  doubt  will  be  found." 

12.  Statements  from  the  report  of  Dean  Russell  of  the  Teachers' 
College,  New  York: 
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"  It  is  apparent  that  the  recent  growth  of  the  college  is  largely- 
due  to  the  development  of  our  professional  work.'1 

"In  1898  the  total  class  registration  of  the  department  of 
education  was  92.     In  1900  it  has  been  increased  to  666." 

"  The  University  trustees  on  recommendation  of  the  University 
council  have  voted  to  confer  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science 
upon  persons  recommended  by  the  faculty  of  Teachers'  College 
as  having  satisfactorily  completed  a  four  years1  course." 

This  minority  of  your  committee  therefore  recommend  that 
the  bill  now  before  the  Legislature  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Teachers'  College  be  prosecuted  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  That  the  report  and  conclusions  of  our  own  board  of  educa- 
tional experts  and  the  opinions  of  other  recognized  experts 
strongly  advocate  it. 

2.  That  it  is  not  customary  for  colleges  to  establish  the 
"calibre  of  the  output"  before  going  to  the  Legislature  for 
rights  and  privileges,  else  many  colleges  would  never  have 
received  such  rights  and  privileges. 

3.  That  this  new  institution,  having  as  its  foundation  the 
present  professional  school  among  whose  graduates  are  numbered 
hundreds  of  our  best  teachers,  is  not  a  myth,  and  has  practically 
established  the  "  calibre  of  its  output." 

4.  A  degree  is  required  for  the  teachers  in  the  Boston  High 
Schools.     (See  Rules  and  Regulations.) 

5.  The  number  of  college  graduates  already  far  outnumbers 
the  vacancies  in  high  schools,  therefore  these  graduates  will  come, 
and  are  coming,  into  our  grammar  grades,  thereby  crowding  out 
the  graduates  of  Normal  Schools.  We  should  protect  our  Boston 
girls. 

6.  The  Statutes  require  all  children  between  the  ages  of  7  and 
14  to  attend  school.  Therefore,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  a  city  to 
provide  training  for  teachers.  As  no  law  requires  children  to  be 
placed  under  the  direction  of  doctors  or  lawyers  for  any  number 
of  years  we  cannot  see  that  either  profession  has  any  claim  on 
the  city  for  training. 

7.  It  is  only  the  children  of  the  wealthy  who  can  afford  to 
attend  the  universities.  The  city  should  provide  similar  in- 
struction for  others  as  well. 

8.  That  the  Supervisors  are  of  the  opinion  that  75  per  cent,  to 
80  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  of  this  college  would  receive  per- 
menant  appointments  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  that  eventu- 
ally all  would  enter  the  service  of  the  city. 

9.  The  college  should  be  established  at  once,  as  it  will  be  four 
years  before  the  entering  class  can  be  graduated. 

10.  A  new  Normal  building  is  about  to  be  erected,  and  the 
decision  as  to  whether  it  is  to  be  a  college  or  a  school  will  largely 
affect  the  size  and  plans  of  said  building,  as  well  as  the  site. 
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11.  The  statements  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  of  two  of  our  own  Supervisors  who  have  served 
on  the  State  Board,  make  it  very  evident  that  this  Teachers' 
College  will  in  no  way  be  to  the  detriment  of  State   institutions. 

12.  The  students  of  the  proposed  Teachers'  College  will,  to 
our  minds,  not  miss  the  advantages  of  a  university  training. 

Boston  is  itself  a  university.  What  has  any  university  to  offer 
in  library  facilities  that  is  not  supplied  by  our  own  Public 
Library  and  the  Athenaeum?  What  has  any  university  in  the 
nature  of  art  not  offered  by  the  Boston  Art  Museum,  the  various 
Art  Clubs,  and  by  the  almost  innumerable  free  lectures  on  art 
and  architecture?  What  has  any  university  to  offer  in  the  field  of 
science,  not  supplied  by  the  Lowell  Institute  free  course  of 
lectures,  and  by  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  with 
its  many  lecture  courses,  its  laboratories  and  workshops  —  some 
of  which  facilities  are  offered  free,  and  others  at  a  nominal  sum? 
What  has  any  other  university  to  offer  in  music  not  to  be  had  for 
the  asking  in  Boston?  So  we  might  go  through  all  of  the  great 
departments  of  a  university  and  find  its  facilities  duplicated  in 
this  great  city  of  ours. 

It  is  left  for  the  proposed  Teachers'  College  to  be  the  keystone 
of  this  great  university.  This  college,  with  its  many  courses 
already  outlined,  with  a  splendid  equipment,  with  a  teaching 
course  of  high-minded  men  and  women,  can  direct  the  coming 
teachers  of  Boston,  and  through  them  the  coming  citizens,  to 
know  and  to  take  advantage  of,  all  that  this  great  city — this  uni- 
versity of  ours  —  can  offer. 

This  minority  of  your  committee  deplore  the  statements  made 
by  our  one  dissenting  Supervisor,  and  feel  that  action  taken  upon 
the  sentiments  expressed  by  him  would  be  most  harmful  to  the 
schools  of  Boston.  We  feel  also  that  the  man  who  pays  only  a 
poll-tax,  but  who  sends  six,  eight,  or  ten  children  to  the  public 
schools,  is  of  far  greater  benefit  to  the  city  and  to  the  Common- 
wealth than  he  who  merely  sends  a  check  to  the  City  Treasurer 
in  payment  of  taxes  on  such  property  as  the  city,  with  careful 
and  systematic  methods  can  prove  that  he  possesses. 

The  history  of  education  in  Massachusetts  shows  that  the  whole 
warfare  against  the  extension  of  Public  School  education  has  been 
waged  by  the  latter  type  from  the  time  of  the  District  School, 
meant  for  the  plebeian,  and  the  Academy  for  the  aristocrat,  clear 
through  the  establishment  of  Grammar  Schools  for  boys,  the 
admission  of  girls  to  the  same;  the  establishment  of  a  High  School 
and  its  abolishment  a  year  later,  its  re- establishment  later  still; 
the  establishment  of  a  Girls'  Latin  School,  and  finally  the  opening 
of  collegiate  courses  to  women. 

A  glance  into  the  Memorial  History  of  Boston,  and  another  into 
the  Life  of  Horace  Mann,  will  verify  these  statements.

Mayor's  Office,  Boston,  Mass., 

March  22,  1902. 
To  the  School  Committee : 

I  am  compelled  in  what  I  conceive  to  be  the  public  interest, 
absolutely  in  defence  of  this  year's  taxpayers  and  on  sound  prin- 
ciples of  city  finance  governing  present  circumstances,  to  refuse 
my  approval  of  the  item  in  your  Appropriation  Bill  giving  out  of 
current  revenue  $446,000  for  "  Construction  and  Furnishing  New 
School  Buildings,  Taking  of  Land,  and  Preparing  of  School- 
yards." Why  and  how  the  Act  (Chapter  448  of  1901)  was  passed, 
I  have  failed  to  discover,  though  pushing  inquiry  in  many  direc- 
tions. This  Act,  however,  in  its  relation  to  the  present  item 
was  revolutionary  in  a  small  way.  It  is  not  mandatory,  but  per- 
missive; so  it  does  not  direct,  but  merely  suggests  the  reversal  of 
the  established  fiscal  policy  of  the  city  concerning  school  sites 
and  buildings. 
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For  some  seventeen  years  last  past  all  school  sites  have  been 
bought  and  all  new  school-houses  have  been  built  from  money  bor- 
rowed at  a  low  rate  of  interest,  due  to  the  city's  high  credit,  save 
and  except  some  inconsiderable  amount  received  in  payment  for 
public  property  sold.  Had  the  opposite  policy  been  followed  in 
the  payment  for  school  sites  and  buildings,  as  the  demand  in- 
creased during  the  last  seventeen  years,  the  problem  would  be 
an  utterly  different  one  now.  We  could  go  on  year  by  year  pay- 
ing as  we  went,  and  in  the  long  run  the  effect  upon  the  taxpayer 
would  be  substantially  the  same  ;  but  the  city  swung  to  a  differ- 
ent course  —  as  wise  a  one  as  the  other,  perhaps,  — and  decided  to 
place  the  burden  of  public  improvements,  including  school-house 
sites  and  school  buildings,  to  a  large  extent  Upon  the  generations 
of  taxpayers  whose  children  would  use  them. 

The  want  of  any  appropriation  for  new  school  buildings  during 
two  years,  as  a  communication  from  your  President  reminds  me, 
accounts  largely  for  the  present  gap  in  school  accommodations. 
If  the  school  requirements  had  been  met  in  those  two  years  we 
would  not  have  to-day  the  plaint  of  the  children  not  properly 
housed. 

To  deal  now  with  the  situation:  Let  us  apply  a  small  modicum 
of  civic  statesmanship  and  a  large  amount  of  common-sense. 
There  is  no  political,  financial  or  economic  reason  requiring  us  to 
impose  upon  the  taxpayers  of  this  year  the  whole  burden  of  the 
mistaken  past  or  the  payment  for  what  the  people  in  future 
years  have  the  profit  of  and  enjoy. 

A  school-house  properly  built  ought  to  last  some  sixty  years, 
and  the  school  land  will  last  forever.  The  policy  followed  with 
fair  uniformity  by  the  city,  and  by  other  of  the  best  cities  as 
well,  in  recent  years  seems  to  me  to  be  a  fair  one  to  cling  to.  Let 
us  pay  current  expenses  out  of  current  revenue;  and  if  our  credit 
be  good,  let  us  borrow  at  a  low  rate  of  interest  the  money  needed 
for  permanent  works  and  buildings  of  a  lasting  character,  so  that 
some  large  fraction  of  the  cost  shall  be  borne  by  the  generations 
using  the  property.  In  our  judgment  the  cost  ought  to  be  spread, 
as  we  stand  financially  now,  in  a  loan  expressed  in  a  bond  of 
twenty  years  or  more. 

The  current  taxpayer  has  load  enough  to  carry  in  paying  cur- 
rent expenses,  interest  on  the  debt  and  sinking-funds  require- 
ments. The  very  large  taxpayers  can  meet  any  burden  imposed 
upon  them,  but  the  50,000  and  more  small  taxpayers  are  the  men 
and  women  who  ought  to  be  considered  in  the  imposition  of  new 
burdens. 

The  Schoolhouse  Commission  has  to-day  in  hand  very  nearly 
two  millions  of  dollars  to  spend  for  school  sites,  new  school 
buildings  and  structural  alterations  in  old  buildings.  If  any  more 
money  be  required,  ample  provision  will  be  made.     The  city  is  a 
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common-school  city;  the  members  of  the  City  Council  are 
products  of  the  public  schools,  and  can  be  trusted  to  stand  by 
the  system  unanimously.  All  the  money  that  can  possibly  and 
profitably  be  spent  to,  shelter  and  educate  the  children  of  the 
people  will  be  provided  without  question  and  without  hesitation; 
but  we  must  not  rob  Peter  (1902)  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  past  or 
the  future  Pauls.  Let  each  year  and  generation  bear  its  own 
burden.

Gentlemen  :    We  have  noted  with  pleasure  the  policy  of  the  et  als.,  naming 
Boston    School    Committee    in    honoring    men  who   have  been  of  school-house 
prominent   in   our   city's    educational,    industrial    and    political  ln    orj?r  ° 
fields,  by  naming  new  schools  for  them,  and  we  believe  that  such  pbiibrick. 
a  public  spirited  policy  should  be  encouraged  and  extended,  and 
as  the  city  is  about  to    build   several  new  school-houses,    we 
respectfully  request,  in  behalf  of  ourselves  and  other  citizens, 
that  one  of  these  new  schools  may  be  known  by  a  name  which  will 
keep  alive  the  memory  of  a  man  who  was  not  only  one  of  the 
foremost  school  masters  of  the  city  of  Boston,  but  was  also  of 
world-wide   reputation  in   educational   circles,  —  Hon.    John   D. 
Philbrick. 

Graduated  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1842,  entering  the 
service  of  the  city  in  1844  as  a  teacher  in  the  English  High 
School;  promoted  in  1845  to  be  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  Mayhew 
Grammar  School  on  Hawkins  street;  transferred  in  1847  to  the 
sole  Master-ship  of  the  Quincy  Grammar  School  on  Tyler  street, 
which   he  organized  on  an  original   plan  which   has  since  been 
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universally  adopted;  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  New 
Britain,  Conn.,  in  1853  and  1854;  State  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  Connecticut  in  1855  and  1856;  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Boston  from  1856  to  1878,  with  an  interval  of  only  six  months; 
State  Commissioner,  United  States  Commissioner,  and  Member 
of  the  International  Jury  at  the  Vienna  Exposition  in  1873;  State 
Commissioner  for  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Exhibit  at  the 
Centennial  Exposition  at  Philadelphia  in  1876;  Director  of  the 
United  States  Exhibition  and  Member  of  the  International  Jury 
at  the  Paris  Exposition  in  1878;  President  of  the  Connecticut  State 
Teachers1  Association;  of  the  Massachusetts  Teachers'  Associ- 
ation; of  the  American  Institute  of  Instruction  and  of  the  National 
Educational  Association;  a  Member  also  of  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Education  and  of  the  National  Council  of  Education;  a 
Director  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and  a 
Trustee  of  Bates  College;  recipient  also  of  honors  and  titles  in 
America  and  from  abroad,  he  may  well  be  regarded  as  the  most 
prominent  school  official  that  this  country  has  ever  known,  and 
his  death,  in  1886,  closed  an  unexampled  career  of  honor  and 
usefulness  as  an  educator  of  which  Boston  may  well  be  proud. 

It  is  eminently  fitting  that  he  whose  life  was  so  identified 
with  the  schools  of  Boston,  for  which  he  did  so  much,  should 
have  this  appropriate  memorial. 

We,  therefore,  many  of  whom  knew  him  as  our  teacher  and 
friend,  respectfully  request  that  the  new  school  about  to  be 
established  in  a  portion  of  the  old  Mayhew  District,  the  scene  of 
his  early  labors  in  Boston,  may  be  known  as  the  Philbrick  or  the 
John  D.  Philbrick  School.

Report  of 

Committee  on  The  Committee  on  School  Houses  report  that  they  have  lately 

School  Houses  |jeen  consulted  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  with  regard  to 

buildings  to  be  certam  questions  that  have  arisen  in  connection  with  new  school 

erected.  buildings  about  to  be  erected  by  that  Board,  more  especially  as 
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to  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  extending  the  plans  of  grammar 
school-houses  to  include  accommodations  and  conveniences  be- 
yond those  usually  provided,  but  suggested  by  architects  and 
masters  as  essential  to  a  modern  school-house. 

This  is  a  matter  deserving  serious  attention  for  several  rea- 
sons. Not  only  is  the  initial  cost  of  a  building  to  be  considered, 
but  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  of  no  less  importance,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  annual  expense  of  operating  the  school 
plant  is  steadily  and  largely  increasing,  and  in  much  greater  ratio 
than  the  valuation  of  the  city  upon  which  school  expenditures  are, 
under  the  present  statute,  based. 

Your  committee  have  personally  visited  a  number  of  school- 
houses,  including  those  recently  completed,  as  well  as  others  of  an 
earlier  date,  but  comparatively  modern,  and  have  also  obtained 
the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  upon  the  subject,  and  as  a 
result  of  their  investigation,  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  grammar 
school-house  should,  in  addition  to  the  hall,  class  and  dressing 
rooms,  contain  a  master's  room,  a  teachers1  room,  and  a  storeroom 
for  books ;  by  the  latter  is  meant  a  room  in  which  text-books  and 
books  for  supplementary  reading  may  be  stored.  If  the  school 
possesses  a  library,  it  can  be  kept  in  bookcases  placed  either  in 
the  master's  office,  in  the  hall,  or  in  the  teachers'  room,  or  in  all. 
Rooms  for  woodworking  and  cookery  should  be  provided  wher- 
ever rooms  for  these  purposes  do  not  exist  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood.  Neither  a  sub-master's  office,  nor  separate  recep- 
tion rooms,  nor  recitation  rooms,  nor  a  drawing  room,  nor  a 
sewing  room,  nor  a  laboratory,  appear  to  be  essential.  They  are 
luxuries  which  can  be  dispensed  with,  and  which  ought  to  be 
dispensed  with,  under  existing  circumstances.  It  is  also  believed 
that  a  gymnasium  and  baths  are  not  necessary  except,  perhaps,  in 
certain  of  the  more  congested  quarters  of  the  city.  In  a  primary 
building  one  teachers'  room  and  a  small  storeroom  for  books  are 
all  that  are  essential  in  addition  to  the  class  rooms  and  dressing 
rooms. 

The  adoption  of  a  definite  policy  with  regard  to  school-house 
construction  would  tend  to  produce  a  certain  general  uniformity 
and  correspondence  between  buildings  of  the  same  class  erected 
in  various  parts  of  the  city,  not  necessarily  in  their  architectural 
features,  for  here  may  well  be  allowed  considerable  latitude  for 
the  exhibition  of  taste  and  skill  on  the  part  of  the  various  archi- 
tects, but  desirable  from  an  economic  standpoint.  It  is  of 
course  clear  that  there  is  a  certain  type  of  excellence  in  con- 
struction and  material  which  the  city  ought  reasonably  to  conform 
to  in  new  buildings,  far  in  advance  of  that  followed  twenty  or 
even  ten  years  ago,  but  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  with  a 
fixed  and  limited  amount  available  for  additional  permanent 
accommodations,  increase  in  cost  of  construction  involves  a  cor- 
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responding  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils  to  be  accommodated, 
and  consequently  no  one  building  should  be  allowed  materially  to 
exceed  in  comparative  cost  the  standard  which  may  be  estab- 
lished for  guidance  in  making  additions  to  the  school  plant  during 
the  next  few  years. 

Thus  your  committee  believe,  and  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse 
Commissioners  agree,  that  the  new  school-houses  about  to  be 
erected  should  be  plain  substantial  structures,  built  in  the  most 
thorough  manner,  devoid  of  unnecessary  or  extravagant  ornamen- 
tation, but  attractive  and  tasteful  from  an  architectural  stand- 
point, the  exterior  walls  to  be,  in  general,  of  plain  red  brick,  with 
a  reasonable  amount  of  granite  or  sandstone  trimming,  and  the 
interior  fittings  such  as  will  meet  the  requirements  of  durability 
and  fitness  for  the  several  purposes  for  which  they  are  intended, 
without  being  unnecessarily  expensive. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  recommend  that  a  copy  of  this 
report  be  transmitted  to  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  as 
expressive  of  the  views  of  this  Board  upon  the  subject  herein 
discussed.

The  undersigned  were  appointed  a  committee  at  a  public  meet- 
ing of  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston,  held  on  the  26th  of 
April  current,  to  consider  the  subject  of  the  teeth  of  the  poor. 
At  the  close  of  the  discussion  this  committee  was  directed  to 
present  a  memorial  to  the  School  Committee  urging  them  to  con- 
sider what  action,  if  any,  can  be  taken  for  the  welfare  of  the 
school  children  in  the  matter  of  preserving  their  teeth,  as  well  as

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
following  order  passed  by  the  School  Committee  April  8: 

"  Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  consider  and  report 
to  this  Board  the  wisdom,  from  an  educational  point  of  view,  of  a 
material  reduction  of  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  in  the 
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schools,  and  the  feasibility  of  effecting  such  reduction  by  employ- 
ing as  assistants  in  the  class-rooms  young  teachers,  recent  gradu- 
ates of  the  Normal  School,  or  adopting  such  other  plan  for  secur- 
ing the  same  result  as  they  may  deem  wise,  together  with  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  such  reduction ;  also 
whether  in  their  opinion  it  would  be  wise  from  an  educational 
standpoint  to  provide,  in  the  new  school  buildings  about  to  be 
erected,  an  increase  in  the  number  and  a  reduction  in  the  size  of 
the  rooms,  in  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher,  " 
and  now  reports  thereon  as  follows  : 

The  Supervisors  have  repeatedly  argued  from  an  educational 
point  of  view  in  favor  of  a  material  reduction  in  the  number  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher.  In  School  Document  No.  4,  1895,  pp.  132,  133, 
it  was  said:  "  The  feature  of  the  organization  of  all  the  schools 
calling  for  the  most  immediate  and  careful  consideration  is  the 
size  of  the  classes.  Every  school  interest  is  being  sacrificed  by 
limiting  the  number  of  teachers,  as  is  now  done.  The  excessive 
number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  seems  to  be  the  parent  of  most  of 
the  ills  from  which  the  schools  are  suffering,  ills  on  the  discipline 
side,  and  ills  on  the  instruction  side.  Where  it  is  not  a  cause  of 
these  ills,  it  affords  an  excuse  for  them.  A  weak  teacher  can 
always  shelter  herself  behind  tbis  defence.  Supervision  finds  at 
this  point  its  most  serious  embarrassment." 

In  Document  No.  3,  1900,  the  Board,  in  a  special  report  in 
response  to  an  order  of  inquiry  from  the  committee,  discussed  at 
length  the  size  of  classes.  A  comparative  table  was  presented 
(p.  9)  showing  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  in  the  large 
cities  of  the  country  and  in  other  cities  of  Massachusetts.  This 
table  showed  that  in  Boston  the  maximum  by  rule  and  the  actual 
average  number  were  larger  than  in  any  other  city  reported.  In 
New  York  the  maximum  was  50  and  the  actual  average  number 
47.  In  Chicago  the  maximum  number  was  54,  but  the  actual 
number  only  45.  In  St.  Louis  the  actual  number  was  42,  in  Phila- 
delphia, 40.  In  Providence  the  actual  number  was  36  in  the  gram- 
mar classes,  and  34  in  the  primary.  In  Springfield,  33  in  the 
grammar,  and  35  in  the  primary.  In  Boston  the  maximum  num- 
ber was  56,  and  the  actual  average  number  was  50  in  the  grammar 
classes,  and  51  in  the  primary.  The  Supervisors  recommended 
that  the  maximum  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  be  reduced  from 
56  to  50  in  all  grades  above  the  first,  and  that  in  that  grade  it  be 
42. 

This  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  School  Committee 
June  26,  1900  (Minutes,  1900,  pp.  265,  266).  In  recommending  these 
numbers  the  Board  of  Supervisors  did  not  mean  to  express  its 
judgment  that  they  were  suitable  numbers  from  an  educational 
point  of  view.  The  Board  knew  that  they  were  too  large,  but  it 
deemed  it  wise  to  propose  a  moderate  and  gradual  reduction.     It 
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hoped  that  the  actual  average  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher 
would  fall  below  the  maximum  allowed  by  rule,  as  was  the  case 
in  most  other  cities. 

Thus,  in  Cincinnati,  while  the  maximum  number  by  rule  was  50, 
the  actual  average  number  was  only  40  in  the  grammar  grades. 
In  St.  Louis,  with  the  same  maximum,  the  actual  number  was  42. 
But  in  Boston,  while  the  maximum  number  has  been  reduced 
from  56  to  50,  the  actual  size  of  the  classes  has  not  been  materially 
reduced.  In  January,  1900,  the  number  in  grammar  classes  was 
51.  In  January,  1902,  itywas  48.6.  If  we  take  into  account  the 
ungraded  classes,  which  are  required  to  have  but  35  pupils,  the 
other  grammar  classes  will  still  average  about  50  pupils  each. 
Previous  to  the  change  in  the  rules  more  teachers  had  been  em- 
ployed tban  the  rules  authorized,  so  that  the  size  of  the  classes 
was  kept  below  the  maximum  by  a  suspension  of  its  own  rules  by 
the  School  Committee.  Since  the  change  a  more  rigid  adherence 
to  the  rule  has  kept  the  actual  size  of  the  classes  nearer  the 
maximum. 

In  the  primary  classes  there  has  been  a  greater  reduction,  from 
54  in  1900  to  48.3  in  1902.  Several  causes  have  acted  to  prevent 
a  more  marked  reduction.  In  many  districts  there  are  no  rooms 
available  for  additional  classes.  In  some  districts  a  special 
teacher  of  drawing  is  employed,  or  of  elementary  science,  some- 
times both.  These  teachers  have  no  class-rooms,  but  they  count 
in  the  quota  of  teachers  allowed,  so  that  the  classes  remain  large. 
In  most  schools  the  ninth  grade  classes  are  much  below  the 
average  size,  while  the  lower  classes  are  correspondingly  crowded- 

The  Supervisors  believe  that  the  educational  interests  of  the 
city  would  be  greatly  promoted  if  the  maximum  number  of 
pupils  to  a  teacher  were  not  greater  than  40.  A  reduction  to  45 
would  afford  partial  relief. 

Were  the  work  of  the  schools  to  be  confined  to  the  acquisition 
of  a  prescribed  number  of  facts  to  be  learned  by  rote  by  all  the 
children,  without  regard  to  individual  ability  or  aptitude,  there 
need  be  no  limit  to  the  size  of  classes.  But  the  time  when  such 
work  was  called  education  has  passed.  It  is  now  thought  to  be 
the  business  of  the  school  to  fit  its  instruction  and  training  to  the 
individual  capacity  and  individual  needs  of  children.  It  must 
find  the  child  and  learn  to  look  at  the  work  from  his  standpoint, 
that  it  may  secure  his  interested  and  willing  cooperation  in  his 
own  education,  so  that  his  education  shall  be  self-education 
through  self-activity.  It  must  try  to  do  this  for  the  mentally 
sluggish  and  the  morally  wayward,  even  for  the  defective  and  the 
vicious. 

Such  work  can  only  be  done  by  superior  teachers,  but  even  by 
superior  teachers  it  cannot  be  done,  it  cannot  even  be  begun,  with 
children  in  masses. 
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If  the  people  of  Boston  wish  their  schools  to  attain  or  even  to 
approximate  to  the  higher  ideas  of  modern  education,  the  condi- 
tions must  be  made  more  favorable.  It  is  simply  a  question  of 
expense.  If  the  maximum  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  should 
be  fixed  at  45,  and  not  exceeded,  it  would  require  about  75  more 
teachers  in  the  grammar  schools  for  the  present  number  of  pupils, 
and  about  55  in  the  primary  schools.  This  increase  would  in- 
crease the  annual  cost  of  instruction  about  $100,000.  No  one 
familiar  with  school  problems  can  doubt  for  a  moment  that  the 
gain  in  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  welfare  of  the  children 
would  amply  justify  the  added  expense.  The  masters  of  boys1 
schools  feel  that  relief  should  be  afforded  to  those  schools  if 
to  no  others.  They  point  out  that  to  reduce  the  maximum  from 
50  to  45  would  make  necessary  an  increase  of  only  15  teachers, 
and  an  addition  of  only  $12,000  to  the  cost  of  instruction.  The 
large  number  of  wayward  and  vicious  boys,  many  of  them  held 
in  school  against  their  will  by  the  pressure  of  the  compulsory 
law,  seems  to  make  some  change  imperative.  The  fact  is  sig- 
nificent  in  this  connection  that  the  number  of  cases  of  corporal 
punishment  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  boys  is  two  and  a 
half  times  as  great  in  boys'  schools  as  in  mixed  schools.  One 
effective  way  to  diminish  corporal  punishment  would  be  to  give 
more  opportunity  to  reach  individuals  by  reducing  the  size  of  the 
classes. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  see  that  a  general  reduction 
in  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  could  be  effected  by  the 
employment  of  recent  graduates  of  the  Normal  School.  In  his 
report  just  issued  the  Superintendent  states  that  all  the  available 
graduates  have  been  employed  during  the  last  year,  either  as 
regular  or  temporary  teachers,  or  as  special  assistants,  or  sub- 
stitutes (pp.  18,  19). 

Nor  does  it  seem  to  this  Board  wise  to  make  at  present  any 
material  reduction  in  the  size  of  school  rooms.  School  accommo- 
dations have  never  kept  pace  with  the  need,  nor  are  they  likely 
to.  Were  they  now  ample,  exigencies  are  likely  to  occur  at  any 
time  which  would  necessitate  temporary  enlargement  of  classes. 

While  waiting  for  more  radical  measures,  partial  relief  would 
be  afforded  if  the  present  limits  were  nowhere  exceeded.  To  pre- 
vent this,  Principals  should  be  directed  by  rule  to  refuse  to  enroll 
pupils  when  no  suitable  provision  for  their  instruction  can  be 
made.  Relief  would  also  be  afforded  by  the  employment  of 
special  assistants  in  grades  above  the  first,  as  recommended  by 
the  Superintendent  in  his  last  report  (pp.  21,  22). 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  welcomes  this  opportunity  to  again 
put  itself  on  record  in  favor  of  removing  the  conditions  by  which 
the  best  efforts  of  the  most  skillful  and  self-denying  teachers  are 
continually  thwarted.

sion is  now  being,  or  ought  to  be,  made  to  remedy  such  deficien- 
cies, respectfully  report: 

In  accordance  with  the  course  of  study,  the  long-established 
policy  of  the  Manual  Training  Committee,  and  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  on  School  Houses  (see  Minutes,  April  8),  it  is  under- 
stood that  adequate  equipment  for  manual  training  includes 
accommodations  and  equipment  for  teaching  woodworking  to 
boys  in  the  three  upper  grammar  grades  in  or  near  the  school- 
houses  which  they  regularly  attend. 

There  are  forty-six  school  districts  (boys  and  mixed  schools) 
to  which  this  applies.     In  thirty-six  of  these  districts  all  three 
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grades  are  receiving  the  instruction  either  in  their  own  school- 
houses  or  in  others  easily  accessible.  To  this  the  John  A. 
Andrew  School  may  be  considered  an  exception.  The  boys  of 
the  Andrew,  Bigelow  and  Lawrence  Schools  have  hitherto  been 
sent  to  the  Grand  Army  Building  on  E  street,  rented  to  the 
School  Committee  for  nineteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  On 
the  completion  of  the  new  Bigelow  School-house  this  building 
will  be  given  up.  It  is  believed  that  a  suitable  room  can  be  fitted 
up  in  the  Lawrence  School-house  for  its  pupils,  but  the  boys  of 
the  Andrew  School  must  go  to  the  Bigelow.  The  distance  in  such 
a  congested  district  as  South  Boston  offers  many  opportunities 
for  friction',  and  the  going  back  and  forth  is  the  cause  of  some 
annoyance.  A  new  equipment  in  the  John  A.  Andrew  District 
would  be  a  convenience,  though  not  a  necessity. 

The  following  table  shows  the  condition  of  the  remaining  ten 
districts  :

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The  Adams  and  Emerson  Schools  send  two  grades  each,  and  are 
very  well  situated  as  to  distance.  On  the  completion  of  the  new 
building  in  the  Emerson  District,  the  plans  for  which  provide  ex- 
cellent accommodations  for  manual  training,  these  districts  will 
be  amply  equipped. 

The  Bunker  Hill  School  sends  two  grades  to  the  Prescott 
School  for  woodworking,  the  Frothingham  School  also  using  the 
same  room.  Two  classes  here  would  be  benefited  by  an 
additional  room.  The  Quincy  School  uses  for  one  day  each  week 
the  woodworking  room  on  Hudson  street  which  is  used  by  the 
Brimmer  School  on  the  other  four  days.  As  this  district  is  not 
likely  to  grow,  it  is  probable  that  one  room  may  continue  to  be 
sufficient. 

The  Martin  School  sends  two  grades  to  the  hired  room  at  1508 
Tremont  street.  This  school  will  be  well  cared  for  in  the 
proposed  building  to  be  erected  in  the  Martin  District. 

The  George  Putnam  School  sends  but  one  grade  to  the  wood- 
working room  in  the  Lewis  District.  It  is  true  that  the  distance 
is  great  and  the  pupils  are  interested  in  other  forms  of  work.  A 
woodworking  room  should  be  provided  in  the  proposed  building 
on  School  street  in  this  district. 

The  Dearborn  School  sends  but  one  grade  to  the  Sherwin 
manual  training  room,  and  the  Hugh  O'Brien  School  sends  one 
grade  to  the  Phillips  Brooks  School.  The  Phillips  Brooks  School 
will  need  its  own  room  all  the  time  next  year.  The  need  of  a 
woodworking  room  in  the  Hugh  O'Brien  District  is  imperative 
and  would  serve  both  the  Hugh  O'Brien  and  the  Dearborn 
Districts.     No  district  needs  more  immediate  attention  than  this. 

In  the  Eliot  District  there  is  no  manual  training  room.  An 
order  was  passed  last  September,  asking  the  Schoolhouse 
Commissioners  to  provide  accommodations,  but  no  action  has 
been  taken.  The  Phillips  School  is  also  without  any  manual 
training  equipment.  It  has  never  been  possible  to  find  any 
available  room  for  the  purpose.  Two  rooms  are  needed  in  this 
district,  and  the  Commissioners  should  be  urgently  requested  to 
provide  for  them  in  the  new  building  to  be  erected  in  this 
district.

The  chief  purpose  of  the  school  system  is  to  train  boys  and  regulations- 
girls  to  be  good  citizens,  to  fit  them  to  lead  useful  and  successful 
lives.  Anything  that  tends  to  unfit  them  for  their  future  work 
is  harmful.  In  the  business  world,  one  of  the  essentials  of 
success  is  promptness.  An  employee  who  is  systematically  late 
very  soon  loses  his  place.  A  boy  employed  in  an  office  on  the 
fourth  floor  of  a  large  office  building  cannot  successfully  excuse 
his  tardiness  by  saying  that  he  entered  from  the  street  on  the 
first  floor  at  the  appointed  hour.  The  mere  fact  that  he  is  in 
the  building  is  not  enough.  He  must  be  in  the  office,  itself, 
ready  for  work.  If  one  is  going  on  a  voyage,  it  is  not  enough  to 
be  on  the  wharf  when  the  boat  leaves.  It  is  necessary  to  be  on 
the  boat.  To  teach  a  child  anything  different  is  a  positive  wrong 
to  the  child,  yet  this  is  exactly  what  is  being  done  under  the 
present  rule. 

It  is  argued  that  to  require  a  child  to  be  seated  at  his  desk 
at  the  opening  of  school  is  an  unfair  discrimination  between 
one  whose  class-room  is  on  the  fourth  floor  and  one  whose 
class-room  is  on  the  first  floor.  The  argument  is  plausible? 
but  unsound.  Carried  to  its  logical  conclusion,  it  would  require 
a  time  allowance  to  a  child  living  half  a  mile  from  school  over 
one  living  next  door,  to  a  young  child  over  an  older,  to  a  slow 
walker  over  a  faster,  to  the  weak  over  the  strong.  Life  is  full  of 
just  such  handicaps,  and  the  child  should  be  taught  from  the 
beginning  not  to  yield  to,  but  to  meet  and  overcome  them. 

The  rule  also  is  a  temptation  to  untruthfulness.  As  to  this, 
one  of  the  masters  writes:  "  There  is  no  way  of  knowing  whether 
a  pupil  who  is  not  in  the  class-room  during  the  opening  exercise 
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is  tardy,  except  by  questioning  the  pupil;  and  sometimes,  un- 
happily, the  pupil  is  untrustworthy." 

The  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  was  asked  upon  this  subject, 
and  he  says:  "I  believe  that  the  question  of  tardiness  should  be 
decided  by  the  presence  or  absence  of  the  pupil  in  his  seat  at 
exactly  nine  o'clock,  neither  five  minutes  before  nine,  nor.  any 
number  of  minutes  after  nine.  The  presence  of  the  pupil  in  his 
seat  at  exactly  nine  o'clock  is  the  proper  test."

duty  of  principals  to  notify  the  Superintendent  of  the  absence  of 
a  teacher,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  provision  for  any  notice 
where  the  principal  or  head  of  a  department  is  absent.  There  is 
also  no  adequate  provision  for  an  appointment  by  the  Superin- 
tendent in  such  cases.  In  a  position  so  responsible  there  should 
be  no  uncertainty  as  to  the  person  whose  duty  it  is  to  notify,  or 
who  shall  occupy  the  position  temporarily.  Moreover,  the 
temporary  transfer  of  a  subordinate  instructor  to  the  higher 
place  may  make  additional  assistance  temporarily  necessary.  In 
such  a  case  the  Superintendent  should  have  power  to  appoint 
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such  temporary  assistance.  No  person  should  be  allowed  to 
serve  who  has  not  been  appointed  regularly.  The  committee 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order  :

Two  years  ago,  after  I  had  communicated  to  you  my  decision  to 
retire  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  you  re-elected  me  for 
another  term  of  service.  Fortunately,  I  have  been  able  during 
these  two  years  to  perform  my  full  share  of  work  and  to  meet  the 
reasonable  demands  of  my  office.  But  now  it  behooves  me,  after 
twenty-six  and  a  half  years  of  service  as  Supervisor  and  at  the 
age  of  seventy-two,  to  guard  the  interests  of  the  schools  as  well 
as  my  own  by  declaring  that  I  cannot  be  a  candidate  for  re-election. 

As  I  am  soon  to  close  my  present  work,  let  me  express  my 
gratitude  for  the  high  trust  that  you  and  your  predecessors  in 
office  have  placed  in  me,  and  my  regret  that  I  have  accomplished 
so  little;  and  let  me  commend  to  you  in  guiding  and  guarding  the 
schools  the  maintenance  of  the  policy  of  our  fathers,  who 
established  the  public  schools  for  the  sake  of  the  public  welfare 
and  who  in  supporting  them  exercised  a  wise  economy  and  in 
testing  their  results  gave  greater  weight  to  character  than  to 
intellect.  Thus  guided  and  guarded,  the  schools  of  the  twentieth 
century  will  produce  a  noble  type  of  citizens,  able  to  solve  the 
serious  and  untried  problems  of  the  future.

Section  352.  The  Director  of  Music  shall,  under  the  direc 
tion  of  the  Superintendent,  have  the  general  supervision  and 
control  of  instruction  in  music  in  all  the  schools. 

He  shall  regularly  prepare,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Superintendent,  graded  outlines  for  instruction  in  music  in  accord- 
ance with  the  prescribed  course  of  study,  and  shall  furnish  the 
same  to  the  teachers  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades. 
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He  shall  prepare  each  year,  before  the  first  school  day  in 
September,  a  schedule  showing  the  proposed  visits  of  the  several 
Assistant  Directors  of  Music  and  Assistants  in  Music  to  the 
schools.  Before  finally  adopting  the  schedule  he  shall  submit 
the  same  to  the  Superintendent  for  his  approval.  The  schedule 
shall  be  so  prepared  as  to  avoid  conflict  with  visits  from  other 
departments  and  unnecessary  interference  with  other  school 
work.  He  shall  transmit  copies  thereof  to  the  members  and 
officers  of  the  Board,  principals  of  schools  and  districts,  and 
instructors  in  charge  of  school  buildings.  This  schedule  may  be 
changed  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent. 

He  shall  hold  regular  weekly  conferences  with  the  Assistant 
Directors  of  Music  and  Assistants  in  Music,  and  shall  keep  a 
permanent  record  book  in  which  the  proceedings  at  such  confer- 
ences shall  be  regularly  recorded  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent,  open  to  the  inspection  of  members  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Superintendent  annually 
on  or  before  March  1,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Superin- 
tendent may  request. 

Sect.  353.  The  Assistant  Directors  of  Music  and  Assistants  in 
Music  shall  give  instruction  in  music  in  the  schools  to  which  they 
may  be  assigned  by  the  Director,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Superintendent. 

They  shall  report  to  the  Director  in  writing  twice  a  year,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  February,  and  the  last  Monday  in  June, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  he  or  the  Superintendent  may  request. 

They  shall,  upon  arriving  at  a  school  in  pursuance  of  their 
duties,  immediately  notify  the  teacher  in  charge. 

They  shall,  in  case  of  deviation  from  the  schedule,  notify 
beforehand  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  school  affected  thereby. 

They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  time  of  their  arrival  at  and 
departure  from  each  class  visited  by  them,  and  in  each  case  of 
absence  or  deviation  from  the  schedule  on  their  part,  report  to  the 
Director,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  same  and  notify  the 
Superintendent.

The  schedule 
shall  be  so  prepared  as  to  avoid  conflict  with  visits  from  other 
departments  and  unnecessary  interference  with  other  school 
work.  He  shall  transmit  copies  thereof  to  the  members  and 
officers  of  the  Board,  principals  of  schools  and  districts,  and 
instructors  in  charge  of  school  buildings.  This  schedule  may  be 
changed  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent. 

He  shall  hold  regular  weekly  conferences  with  the  Assistant 
Directors  of  Music  and  Assistants  in  Music,  and  shall  keep  a 
permanent  record  book  in  which  the  proceedings  at  such  confer- 
ences shall  be  regularly  recorded  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent,  open  to  the  inspection  of  members  of  the

I  inspected  on  the  second  day  of  June  the  Lyman  School, 
especially  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  floors,  which  had  been 
reported  to  us  as  being  unsafe.  The  timbers  in  these  floors 
appear  to  be  3  inches  by  13  inches  and  about  14  inches  on  centres, 
and  while  undoubtedly  it  is  a  tolerably  wide  span,  the  floors 
seem  to  me  to  be  safe,  but  are  not,  however,  fitted  for  certain 
violent  calisthenic  exercises  involving  the  simultaneous  move- 
ment of  a  whole  class,  and  the  practice  of  these  exercises  has 
given  rise  to  the  question  of  the  strength  of  the  floors.  The  floors 
in  the  corridors  are  of  similar  construction,  but  a  short  span. 
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These  same  exercises  conducted  in  the  corridors  produce  no 
apparent  vibration.  To  attempt  to  strengthen  the  class-rooms 
would  cost,  in  my  judgment,  from  ten  thousand  to  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  and  does  not  seem  to  be  required,  except  for  the 
purposes  of  allowing  these  exercises.  It  seems  to  this  Commis- 
sion that  this  is  a  large  amount  of  money  to  spend  on  an  old 
building,  merely  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  exercises  in  the  class- 
rooms, which  might,  with  a  little  management,  be  provided  for 
in  the  ample  corridors.  The  corridors  could  be  still  further 
enlarged  by  taking  some  of  the  unnecessary  space  in  the  coat- 
rooms,  and  including  this  in  the  corridors. 

The  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  will    be  glad  to   have  your 
opinion  on  this  matter.

Whereas,  The  passing  away  of  Mr.  Swan,  whose 
service  of  sixty-four  years  made  him  the  Nestor  of  the 
Boston  masters,  leaves  a  vacancy  in  their  ranks  that 
may  not  easily  be  forgotten ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  hereby  expresses  its 
appreciation  of  the  extended  and  useful  service  rendered 
by  Mr.  Swan,  and  of  all  the  manifold  qualities  of  mind 
and  heart  that  endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  came 
in  contact.  Mr.  Swan  was  indeed  a  link  that  bound 
the  present  to  the  past,  a  link  which  showed  not  the 
faintest  taint  of  rust,  and  held  firmly  to  the  end. 
Constant  in  attendance,  faithful  in  all  things,  pro- 
gressive, yet  wisely  conservative,  he  kept  apace  "with 
modern  thought  and  the  development  of  his  profession ; 
and,  ripened  by  experience,  exercised  a  strong  and 
helpful  influence  over  his  pupils  that  was  in  no  wise 
diminished  by  the  shadow  of  advancing  years. 

Mr.  Swan  was  born  in  Dorchester  in  1821,  and 
entered  upon  his  chosen  life  work  in  Charlestown  as 
usher  in  the  Bunker  Hill  School  in  September,  1838. 
He  next  became  master  of  the  Harvard '  School  for 
girls,  where  he  served  for  eight  years.  Coming  to 
Boston  he  was  elected  sub-master  in  the  old  Mayhew 
School  on  May  23,  1849,  and  remained  there  nearly 
eight  years,  until  his  election  as  master  of  the  Win- 
throp School  on  August  5,  1856,  where  he  continued 
until  his  long  and  beneficent  life  came  to  a  sudden 
close  on  June  1,  1902. 
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It  is  unnecessary  to  dwell  on  his  successful  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  introduction  of  instruction  in  sewing  and 
cookery  in  the  public  schools.  The  wisdom  of  his 
foresight  in  the  field  of  industrial  education  has  found 
ample  justification  not  only  in  the  schools  of  his  native 
city,  but  throughout  the  country  generally.

Peterson  and  Robert  C.  Metcalf  from  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  a  matter  for  regret,  and  calls  for  an 
expression  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  both  these 
Supervisors  have  been  held  by  the  School  Committee 
for  many  years^. 

Mr.  Peterson  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  at  the  time  of  its  organization  in  1876,  and 
by  successive  re-elections  has  held  his  membership  con- 
tinuously to  the  present  time.  He  began  by  forming 
in  his  own  mind  a  clear  and  adequate  conception  of  the 
part  which  the  newly  created  Board  of  Supervisors  was 
intended  to  take  in  the  uplift  and  reform  of  the  city's 
public  schools  ;  and  he  has  held  steadfastly  to  that  con- 
ception in  all  his  thought  and  work,  thereby  doing 
much  to  establish  the  same  conception  in  the  minds  of 
others.  Conservative  by  temperament,  yet  radical  in 
thought,  of  keen  insight,  sound  judgment  and  good 
sense,  he  has  wrought  effectively  for  progress  and 
reform.     To  enumerate  the  particulars  of  his  service  to 
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the  schools  during  the  past  twenty-six  years  would  take 
too  much  time,  but  there  should  be  mentioned  two 
things  for  which  he  will  be  specially  remembered  — 
first,  his  efficient  aid  in  bringing  physical  training  into 
the  schools,  and  second  his  wise  and  helpful  super- 
vision of  the  Evening  High  School.  This  school  owes 
very  much  of  its  present  excellence  in  organization  and 
the  high  quality  of  its  instruction  to  Mr.  Peterson's 
watchful  care. 

Mr.  Metcalf  has  served  continuously  on  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  twenty  years.  He  was  first  elected 
because  of  the  eminence  he  had  achieved  as  a  grammar- 
school  master,  and  because  of  the  knowledge  he  could 
bring  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from  his  long  experi- 
ence in  the  schools  of  this  city.  He  had  shown  him- 
self to  be  among  the  most  open-minded  and  progressive 
of  the  grammar-school  masters,  and  it  was  believed  that 
his  promotion  would  disarm  some  of  the  opposition 
which  the  Supervisors  were  at  that  time  meeting.  His 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  every-day  work  of  teachers 
in  the  schoolroom,  and  his  unfailing  kindly  interest  in 
their  efforts,  trials  and  successes,  especially  in  those  of 
young  teachers,  have  made  him  always  a  welcome  and 
valued  school  visitor.  He  will  be  more  particularly 
remembered  for  his  work  in  promoting  the  use  of  sup- 
plementary reading,  and  for  his  plans  to  establish  help- 
ful relations  between  the  Public  Library  and  the  public 
schools. 

This  Board  believes  that  both  these  gentlemen  richly 
deserve  public  commendation  for  the  work  they  have

Whenever  the  number  of  children  in  attendance 
entitles  a  Kindergarten  to  four  instructors,  that  Kindergarten 
shall  be  reorganized  so  as  to  form  two  Kindergartens,  each  with 
a  principal.  Principals  of  Kindergartens  may,  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Superintendent,  decline  to  receive  pupils  whenever  the 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance  shall  exceed  fifty;  but  a  record 
shall  be  kept  by  each  principal  of  the  names  and  residences  of 
all  applicants  who  have  been  refused  admission,  so  that  the  Super- 
intendent may  know  the  number  of  children  requiring  school 
accommodations.  Applicants  shall  be  admitted  in  the  order  of 
application.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent, 
it  is  necessary  he  may  appoint  a  special  assistant.

No  child  who  is  a 
member  of  a  household  in  which  a  person  is  sick  with  small-pox, 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  or  of  a  household  exposed  to 
contagion  from  a  household  as  aforesaid  shall  attend  any  public 
school  during  the  continuance  of  such  sickness  or  until  the 
teacher  of  the  school  has  been  furnished  with  a  certificate  from 
the  Board  of  Health,  or  from  the  attending  physician  of  such  sick 
person,  stating  in  a  case  of  small-pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever 
that  a  period  of  at  least  two  weeks,  and,  in  a  case  of  measles,  of  at 
least  one  week,  has  elapsed  since  the  recovery,  removal  or  death 
of  such  person,  and  that  danger  of  the  conveying  of  such  disease 
by  such  child  has  passed.

We  are 
fitting  up  the  old  Parkman  School  on  Silver  street  as  a  store- 
house, where  we  can  take  care  of  a  considerable  amount  of 
material,  and  it  would  be  an  economy  to  this  department  and 
would  remove  many  vexatious  delays  if  the  janitors  could  attend 
directly  to  petty  repairs. 

2d.  We  should  like  instructions  in  regard  to  hard  and  soft 
coal. 

3d.  We  should  like  your  opinion  in  regard  to  filters  for  the 
East  Boston  High,  Dorchester  High  and  Koger  Wolcott  Schools, 
about  which  we  have  already  reported. 

4th.  We  wish  to  notify  you  of  the  action  we  have  taken  in 
regard  to  the  ventilation  of  the  hall  in  the  new  building  now 
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called  the  Norman-street  School,  which  is  on  the  lines  of  what 
we  expect  to  do  in  similar  cases.  This  building  has  a  large  hall 
in  the  basement.  We  have  provided  an  ordinary  amount  of  venti- 
lation for  this,  but  not  such  ventilation  as  would  be  suitable  or 
desirable  for  a  public  hall  regularly  occupied  for  some  hours  at  a 
time  by  its  full  complement  of  people. 

5th.  Our  policy  in  regard  to  the  sanitaries  in  new  schools  is, 
that  in  primaries  and  in  most  of  the  grammars,  we  would  recom- 
mend a  porcelain  latrine  as  being  more  readily  kept  clean  and 
consequently  more  sanitary  than  individual  closets  or  the  iron 
latrine. 

We  are  not  providing  hot  and  cold  water  for  the  sinks  above 
the  basement  floor,  but  are  providing  drinking-f  ountains  generally 
in  corridors. 

6th.     We  are  proposing  the  following  finish  in  corridors: 

Buckram  on  walls  to  a  height  of  six  or  seven  feet,  over  which 
we  can  paint  the  moment  the  building  is  completed;  a  clean, 
white  plastered  wall  and  ceiling  above  this;  electric  lights  close 
to  the  ceiling,  with  Holophane  glass ;  in  the  school-rooms  a  simi- 
lar buckram  dado  with  oil  paint  up  to  the  chalk  rail  and  water 
color  on  the  plastered  walls  above;  the  rooms  lighted  by  six 
groups  of  four  lamps  each,  throwing  light  on  to  the  ceiling,  but 
screened  from  below. 

We  are  not  specifying  double  runs  of  sashes  nor  double  glazing 
of  sashes  except  where  there  is  extreme  exposure. 

On  any  or  all  these  points  we  would  be  very  glad  to  have  your 
advice  or  approval.

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  "  a  child  under  twelve 
years  of  age  arrested  on  a  warrant  by  a  truant  officer  of  the  City 
of  Boston  may  be  detained  in  the  city  prison  or  in  a  police  station 
until  he  can  be  brought  before  the  court  to  which  the  warrant  is 
returnable,"  I  have  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  he  cannot. 

Chapter  86  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  314  of 
the  Acts  of  the  current  year,  is  expressly  against  anything  of  the 
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kind,  the  intention  of  the  Act  evidently  being  to  keep  all  children 
under  the  age  of  twelve  years  as  far  from  any  contact  with  crimi- 
nals as  possible.

I  return  without  my  approval  your  order  increasing  the  sal-  clerk- 
aries  of  the  Secretary  and  of  the  Auditing  Clerk  from  $3,300  a 
year  to  $3,600,  for  the  reason  that,  in  the  present  condition  of  the 
city's  finances,  the  increase  of  salaries  generally  is  not  permis. 
sihle. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  value  of  the  services  of  these  two  officials 
to  the  School  Department  and  to  the  city,  but  we  must  all  be 
painfully  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  city  administration  in 
Boston  is  severely  felt  by  tbe  taxpayers,  and  that  any  sensible  in- 
crease of  the  burden  at  the  present  time  is  not  warranted  under 
the  circumstances. 

It  is  my  purpose  during  the  year  to  investigate  fully  the 
finances  of  all  the  departments,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  why  the 
cost  of  administration  per  capita  is  so  much  larger  in  this  than  in 
any  other  large  city  in  the  Union.  It  may  be  that  it  will  result 
in  a  suggestion  for  a  general  readjustment  of  all  salaries  and  of  a 
change  of  structure  in  many  departments.  In  the  meantime,  I 
think  that  the  officials  in  the  service  of  the  city  ought  to  be  con- 
tent with  the  salaries  they  are  now  enjoying.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  given  careful  consideration  to  an 
order  passed  by  the  School  Committee  May  27,  requesting  them 
to  report  whether  or  not,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  advisable  to  amend 
the  course  of  study  for  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School,  so  as  to 
provide  that  the  subject  of  Latin  may  be  taught  in  that  school  as 
an  elective,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

(1)  The  number  of  pupils  who  have  expressed  a  desire  to  pur- 
sue the  subject  has  been  very  limited.  The  number  of  inquiries 
by  parents,  however,  has  been  sufficiently  large  to  indicate  that 
the  introduction  of  the  subject  would  be  appreciated  if  the  step 
could  be  taken  under  favorable  conditions. 

(2)  The  number  of  recitation  rooms,  taken  in  connection  with 
the  number  of  subjects  for  which  provision  must  now  be  made, 
renders  it  impossible  to  introduce  any  additional  subjects. 

(3)  Whenever  adequate  accommodations  are  provided  for  the 
school    so   that  its  proper    development   will  not  be   seriously 
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hampered  by  material  conditions,  it  will  no  doubt  be  desirable  to 
enrich  the  course  of  study  by  providing  elective  subjects,  which, 
under  present  limitations,  cannot  be  introduced  without  seriously 
affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  school.

Bennett  Annex,  probably  not  before  October  1st,  but  sufficient 
accommodation  has  been  provided  to  allow  of  the  opening  of  the 
school  on  10th  September. 

Quincy  School  will  be  complete  not  before  October  1st,  but 
there  are  temporary  latrines  so  that  the  school  can  be  used. 

Emerson  School,  the  plumbing  will  be  complete,  but  it  is  doubt- 
ful whether  the  general  contractor  will  have  entirely  cleared  out 
by  the  10th.  We  do  not  think  this  will  interfere  with  the  use  of 
the  school. 

Tyler-st.  School  may  possibly  be  a  few  days  late,  but  we  don't 
think  it  will  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  school. 

Way-st.  School  is  due  to  be  finished  on  October  1st,  and  cannot 
be  occupied  for  school  purposes  before  that  date.  The  contractor 
is  under  forfeiture  to  finish  on  that  date,  but  at  present  it  looks 
as  if  even  that  date  might  be  run  over. 

Adams  School  is  due  to  be  complete  under  a  forfeiture  contract 
on  the  1st  October,  but  at  present  it  seems  very  unlikely  that 
the  contractors  will  finish  at  that  date.  Will  send  you  a  further 
report  in  regard  to  the  accommodation  at  this  school.  French  & 
Hubbard  report  that  we  can  occupy  the  upper  rooms  on  the  10th. 

Atherton  School  will  probably  be  finished  on  time,  10th  Septem- 
ber. 

Grant  School  is  due  to  be  complete  on  10th  September,  but 
unless  circumstances  are  very  favorable,  the  contractors  will  not 
be  out  on  time.  We  don't  think  that  it  will  interfere  with  the 
school  even  if  they  are  a  few  days  late. 
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Savin  Hill  School.  We  expect  to  arrange  so  that  at  least  two  of 
the  rooms  representing  the  original  building  can  be  occupied  for 
school  purposes  on  the.  10th  September. 

Parkman  School  is  due  to  be  complete  on  the  3rd  November, 
but  there  are  temporary  accommodations  so  that  the  school  can 
be  occupied  on  the  10th  September. 

Drake  School  due  to  be  complete  on  October  1st,  but  tempo- 
rary accommodations  will  allow  of  opening  the  school  on  the  10th 
September. 

Harvard  School  is  due  to  be  complete  on  October  5th.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  this  date  can  be*complied  with.  They  have 
temporary  accommodations  to  allow  the  school  to  open. 

Perkins  School  is  due  on  1st  October,  and  will  probably  be  com- 
pleted on  time.  In  the  meanwhile  there  are  temporary  accommo- 
dations. 

Sherwin  School  is  due  to  be  complete  on  15th  October,  and  it  is 
doubtful  whether  this  can  be  completed  at  that  time.  There  are 
temporary  accommodations. 

Lyman  School  is  due  to  be  finished  on  the  17th  September.  A 
mistake  in  the  framing  necessitated  an  extension  of  time  of  six 
working  days.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  date  can  be  complied 
with.  We  are  occupying  part  of  the  basement  and  four  rooms, 
Nos.  2,  8,  7,  and  13. 

On  the  Winship  School  we  are  doing  grading,  due  to  be  com- 
plete on  the  1st  November,  and  will  make  temporary  arrangements 
to  get  into  the  building.

At  present,  the  foreign  languages  studied  in  the  Evening  High 
School  are  Latin,  French  and  German.  It  is  now  proposed  to  add 
the  Irish  language  to  the  course  of  study. 

If  philology  were  a  study  of  the  Evening  High  School,  the  Irish 
as  a  dialect  of  the  Celtic  member  of  the  great  Indo-European 
family  of  languages  would  demand  its  share  of  study,  together 
with  the  closely  related  Gaelic  of  the  Scotch  Highlands  and  of  the 
Manx  of  the  Isle  of  Man.  The  Evening  High  School,  however, 
cannot  hope,  for  many  years  to  come,  to  find  time  for  the  thorough 
study  of  philology. 
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The  grounds  for  studying  in  the  Evening  High  School  a  foreign 
language  are  (1)  the  excellence  of  its  literature  and  (2)  its  practi- 
cal use  as  a  means  of  communication  for  business  or  other 
purposes. 

1.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  old  Irish  language  contains 
much  literature  that  would  be  of  great  value  not  only  to  the 
Irish  patriot  and  scholar,  but  also  to  the  world  at  large.  While 
Macauly's  taunt  that  the  Irish  race  never  produced  a  great 
poem,  may  contain  a  partial  truth,  it  is  also  true  that  the  literary 
remains  of  the  Bardic  Schools  and  of  the  early  and  later  Irish 
Sagas,  prove  that  no  language  contains  more  beautiful,  stirring, 
and  noble  romances,  or  more  natural  or  graceful  poetry  than  the 
Irish  language.  Were  not  the  ancient  Irish  literature  contained 
in  a  language  difficult  in  its  grammar,  vocabulary,  and  idioms, 
and  were  proper  selections  made  from  the  immense  mass  of  Irish 
literature,  it  might  be  desirable  for  pupils  in  the  Evening  High 
School  to  be  allowed  to  study  Irish  literature.  Under  present 
conditions  it  could  not  be  successfully  studied. 

2.  It  is  obvious  that  the  Irish  language  should  not  be  studied 
in  the  Evening  High  School  as  a  means  of  communication  for 
business  or  for  other  purposes.  In  Ireland  itself,  the  people 
have  been  gradually  losing  their  ability  to  speak  Irish.  By  a 
method  almost  satanic,  Irish  has  been  kept  from  the  schools,  and 
even  the  names  of  persons  and  places  have  become,  or  are  rapidly 
becoming,  Anglicised;  and  it  is  in  a  high  degree  probable  that 
before  the  expiration  of  another  century  the  Irish  tongue  that 
has  spoken  for  more  than  a  thousand  years  from  heart  to  heart, 
and  has  expressed  in  song,  joys  and  sorrows  of  millions  of  house- 
holds, will  no  longer  be  heard. 

Your  committee,  for  the  reasons  hereinbefore  set  forth 
recommend  that  the  Irish  language  be  not  added  to  the  list  of 
studies  in  the  Evening  High  School.

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  was 
referred  —  June  24  —  an  order  that  the  schedule  of  salaries  for 
assistants  in  the  grammar  and  primary  schools  be  so  arranged 
that  the  maximum  shall  be  reached  in  four  years  instead  of  eight, 
as  at  present,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Any  change  in  the  schedule  of  teachers'  salaries  involves 
questions  not  merely  of  sentiment,  but  of  sound  finance. 

Waiving  the  question  of  whether  under  the  law  we  have  any 
right  at  this  time  to  increase  salaries  (which  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts  of  1875,  Chapter  241  we  clearly  have  not),  and  assum- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  the  discussion  that  the  order  if  practicable 
would  be  wise,  let  us  see  whether  it  is  financially  possible. 

At  present  it  takes  eight  years  for  a  grammar  or  primary  assist- 
ant to  reach  the  maximum  salary,  the  annual  increase  being  $48. 
This  order  would  make  the  annual  increase  $96,  and  the  maxi- 
mum reached  in  four  years.  It  could  not  with  justice  or  pro- 
priety be  made  to  apply  to  new  teachers  only.  It  would  cause 
endless  and  well-founded  dissatisfaction  if  we  should  advance 
newly-appointed  teachers  at  the  rate  of  $96,  while  we  kept  those 
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long  in  the  service  on  an  annual  advance  of  only  $48.  All  must 
be  treated  alike.  This  would  mean  that  all  teachers  now  on  the 
fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  years  of  service  must  be  placed  at 
once  upon  the  maximum  salary.  The  advance  of  those  on  the 
second,  third  and  fourth  years  would  be  just  double  what  it  is 
now,  $96  instead  of  $48,  the  annual  rests  being:  First  year, 
$552;  second  year,  $648;  third  year,  $744;  fourth  year,  $840;  fifth 
year  and  thereafter,  $936.  Let  us  see  how  this  would  have 
affected  the  annual  appropriation  bill,  which  we  passed  las* 
spring  (Minutes  of  1902,  page  48). 

-  From  the  table  shown  at  the  bottom  of  page  48  of  the  Minutes 
it  appears  that  we  made  appropriations  for  384  assistants  in  the 
grammar  schools  at  the  maximum  of  $936,  and  on  page  49  it 
appears  that  we  made  appropriations  for  42  assistants  at  $888, 
69  at  $840,  55  at  $792,  and  30  at  $744,  the  latter  being  for  the  fifth 
year  of  service.  AH  these  if  the  proposed  rule  had  been  in  force 
must  have  been  placed  upon  the  maximum,  and  we  must  have 
appropriated  for  this  purpose  as  follows:

Where  should  we  have  found  this  $59,280  unless  we  had  taken 
it  from  the  salaries  of  some  other  teachers,  or  unless  it  should 
drop  from  heaven  like  manna  of  old.  If  we  could  not  have  made 
the  change  then,  much  less  can  we  make  it  now  in  face  of  the

great  increase  in  the  cost  of  fuel  and  the  many  urgent  demands 
upon  our  funds.  It  is  our  duty  and  our  desire  to  preserve  intact 
the  existing  salaries  of  our  teaching  force.  It  is  not  right  to  un- 
duly raise  the  salaries  of  some  to  the  certain  loss  of  others. 

The  committee,  therefore,  report  that  it  is  inexpedient  to 
amend  the  rule  as  suggested.

Just  so  far  as  non-residence  affects  the  second  question  it 
should  be  considered,  but  no  farther.  Other  things  being  equal, 
it  is  desirable  that  the  teacher  should  live  reasonably  near  the 
school.  But  this  the  proposed  rule  does  not  accomplish.  Under 
it  a  teacher  in  Brighton  might  live  in  Dorchester,  but  not  in 
Brookline ;  a  teacher  in  Neponset  might  live  in  East  Boston,  but 
not  in  Quincy;  a  teacher  in  Charlestown  might  live  in  West  Rox- 
bury,  but  not  in  Somerville.  However  desirable  it  might  be,  any 
attempt  by  rule  to  require  residence  within  any  prescribed  dis- 
tance from  the  school  in  a  city  of  the  size  and  varied  character  of 
Boston  would  be  neither  wise  nor  practicable.  We  must  have 
teachers  in  the  poorer  quarters  as  well  as  in  the  more  fortunate. 
Some  places  because  of  their  surroundings,  and  others  because  of 
the  high  cost  of  living,  are  practically  impossible  as  residences 
for  teachers.  Many  of  our  teachers  live  at  home  with  their 
parents,  and  could  not  do  otherwise  upon  the  salaries  paid  them. 
Ought  such  a  teacher,  especially  a  woman,  to  be  asked,  if  her 
parents  are  non-residents,  to  incur  the  expense  of  a  separate 
home,  and  to  live  alone  in  Boston,  merely  because  of  the  exist- 
ence of  arbitrary  municipal  boundary  lines,  when  her  real  home 
and  all  her  natural  ties  are  elsewhere? 

The  true  question  in  each  case  is  whether  the  teacher  properly 
discharges  his  or  her  duties.  Beyond  that,  from  the  nature  of 
the  situation,  we  cannot  go. 
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The  specious  argument  is  advanced  that  one  who  draws  a  sal- 
ary from  Boston  ought  to  spend  that  salary  in  Boston.  Even  if 
we  were  in  sympathy  with  and  felt  that  Boston  needed  this 
extreme  form  of  protection  and  paternalism,  its  force  is  offset  by 
the  fact  that  it  would  greatly  narrow  our  field  of  choice  and 
deprive  us  of  the  opportunity  to  obtain  the  services,  however 
valuable  and  desirable,  of  non-resident  teachers  who  might  be 
unwilling  or  unable  to  change  their  homes.  Anything  which 
limits  the  free  choice  of  the  best  material  from  wherever  it  may 
be  found  is  a  positive  injury  to  the  schools. 

The  author  of  the  proposed  order  disclaims  any  intention  of 
applying  it  to  those  non-resident  teachers  now  in  the  service.  If 
there  is  any  sound  argument  for  the  measure,  it  must  apply  with 
equal  force  to  all,  and  this  is  the  logic  of  the  order  whether  the 
proposer  intends  it  or  not.  No  just  reason  can  be  given  for 
applying  the  rule  to  a  small  number  of  new  comers  and  not  to  the 
entire  teaching  force. 

The  committee,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  in  their 
opinion,  it  is  inexpedient  to  adopt  the  proposed  amendment. 
From  this  report  Mr.  Merritt  dissents.

PROPOSED  THREE- YEARS'  COURSE  IN  THE  NORMAL 
SCHOOL  AND  THE  CHANGES  IN  THE  RULES  AND 
REGULATIONS  NECESSARY  TO  THE  CARRYING  OUT 
OF  THE  PLAN. 

For  all  students  taking  the  regular  course,  the  three-years' 
course  will  include,  in  addition  to  what  the  present  two-years' 
course  gives  : 

1.  A  half  year  of  teaching  in  grammar  or  primary  schools  as 
pupil  teachers,  under  the  direction  and  guidance  of  specially 
selected  training  teachers,  substantially  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  outlined  on  pages  23  and  24  of  the  Superintendent's  report 
for  1902.  This  work  will  be  done  in  the  third  year  of  the  course, 
one-half  of  the  senior  class  being  sent  out  for  service  as  pupil 
teachers  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  the  other  half  of  the 
class  in  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

2.  Further  study  of  English,  which  will  give  all  graduates  a 
better  acquaintance  with  good  literature,  and  particularly  with 
children's  literature,  and  a  better  command  of  the  language 
in  both  spoken  and  written  English. 

3.  Much  needed  extension  of  the  work  in  history,  geography, 
school  hygiene,  science,  mathematics  (which  will  then  include 
elementary  algebra  and  geometry),  vocal  music  and  drawing. 

This  course  will  also  enable  us  to  strengthen  the  special 
kindergarten  course  and  to  place  on  a  firm  footing  special 
courses  in  manual  training  and  cooking. 

The  kindergarten  course  would  be  lengthened  to  three  years, 
the  first  two  years  being  practically  the  same  as  at  present,  and 
the  third  year  spent  in  teaching  as  pupil  teachers  in  the  kinder- 
gartens of  the  city,  with  certain  hours  in  the  week  occupied  with 
the  study  of  the  theory  of  the  work. 

It  is  proposed  that  special  courses  in  manual  training  and  cook- 
ing be  established  substantially  as  follows  :  The  first  three 
terms  of  the  course  to  be  the  same  as  that  taken  by  the  students 
of  the  regular  course.     During  the  fourth  and   fifth   terms,   half 
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the  time  to  be  devoted  to  the  special  study  of  either  woodwork- 
ing or  cooking,  and  the  other  half  of  the  time  to  be  spent  in  the 
study  of  the  principles  of  education  and  other  school  subjects 
related  to  the  special  work  chosen.  The  sixth  term  of  the  course 
to  be  spent  in  teaching  as  pupil  teachers  under  the  plan  outlined 
above. 

Sewing  can  probably  be  offered  as  an  optional  for  five  hours 
per  week  during  the  fourth  and  fifth  terms,  which  will  give  the 
pupils  selecting  it  a  substantial  training  in  preparation  for  that 
special  work. 

There  would  also  be  definite  arrangements  made  for  a  special 
course  of  one  year  for  college  graduates,  and  another  special 
course  for  teachers  of  not  less  than  five  years1  successful  experi- 
ence, who  desire  to  strengthen  themselves  by  a  study  of  the  pro- 
fessional side  of  their  work.

The  course 
of  study  in  this  school  shall  be  for  three  years,  divided  into  six 
terms  of  half  a  year  each,  and  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Superin- 
tendent and  approved  by  the  Board.11

thereof  the  words  "on  the  second  Wednesday  and  following 
Thursday  "  ;  insert  after  the  word  "  Supervisors  "  in  the  fifteenth 
line  the  words  "  and  teachers  of  not  less  than  five  years1  success- 
ful experience1';  strike  out  in  the  seventeenth  line  the  word 
"  first11  and  insert  in  the  place  thereof  the  word  "senior,1'  so 
that  the  section  shall  read  : 

"  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of 
age,  unless  an  exception  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
upon  good  cause  shown,  and  have  good  health  and  a  good  moral 
character.  They  must  have  completed  a  four  years'  course  of 
study  in  a  Boston  High  School,  receiving  a  diploma,  or  an  equiva- 
lent course  of  study  elsewhere.  As  an  additional  prerequisite 
for  admission  a  special  examination  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Saturday  and  preceding  Friday  of  June  in  each  year  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  for  graduates  of  the  Boston  High  Schools,  and  for 
other  candidates  a  special  examination  of  as  high  degree  shall  be 
held  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  second  Wednesday  and 
following  Thursday  in  September.  Graduates  of  a  university  or 
college,  or  of  a  State  Normal  School,  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  teachers  of  not  less  than  five  years1  successful 
experience,  may  be  admitted  to  the  school  without  examination, 
and,  if  they  prove  to  be  qualified,  may  be  admitted  to  the  senior 
class,  and  may  take  the  Kindergarten  course,  or  any  of  the 
other  optional  courses  in  one  year.  Pupils  shall  be  admitted 
to  this  school  for  the  regular  and  special  courses  only  at  the 
beginning  of  a  school  year.  All  pupils  shall  be  ptit  on  pro- 
bation, and  as  soon  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
they  prove  unsuitable  for  this  school,  shall  be  discharged." 
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Sect.  282.  Strike  out  the  word  "class  "  in  the  third  line  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  "year.1' 

Sect.  285.     Strike  oiit  the  second  paragraph. 

Sect.  286.    Strike  out  the  section  and  insert  in  place  thereof: 

The  head-master  shall  annually  issue  a  catalogue  of  the  school, 
which  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  Principals  of  Schools.'1

Sect.  288.     Kenumber  it  287. 

Sect.  289.  Renumber  it  288,  and  amend  by  striking  out  in 
the  fifth  line  the  words  "  to  act  as  training  teachers  "  and  insert 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "to  whom  the  pupils  of  the  Normal 
School  may  be  sent  for  observation  and  practice  in  teaching." 
Strike  out  in  the  sixth  line  the  word  "  shall  "  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "  may  "  ;  also  strike  out  in  the  sixth  line  the 
words  "into  the  training  school  and,"  and  in  the  seventh  line 
strike  out  the  words  "  the  other  training, "  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "  these"  ;  in  the  ninth  line  strike  out  the  word

"  The  Superintendent  shall,  in  the  month  of  September  of  each 
year,  designate  a  sufficient  number  of  the  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  —  the  number  to  be  not  less  than  fifty  —  to  whom  the 
pupils  of  the  Normal  School  may  be  sent  for  observation  and 
practice  in  teaching.  The  head-master  may  send  the  Normal 
pupils  into  the  rooms  of  these  teachers  for  observation  and  prac- 
tice in  teaching,  under  his  direction,  four  weeks  during  the  second 
term,  four  weeks  during  the  third  term,  and  four  weeks  during 
the  fourth  term ;  and  he  may  send  them,  under  proper  guidance,  to 
study  the  Museums  of  Natural  History  and  Fine  Arts,  and  import- 
ant manufacturing  industries.  The  principals  of  schools,  in  which 
the  Normal  pupils  observe  and  practice,  shall  report  to  the  head- 
master, in  writing,  their  opinion  of  the  teaching  and  governing 
ability  of  such  pupils.  Pupils,  who  take  the  kindergarten  course, 
shall  be  required  to  observe  and  practise  in  grammar  and  primary 
schools  only  eight  weeks.  Other  needed  observation  shall  be 
made  in  the  kindergartens.

Section  289.  "The  Superintendent  shall,  after  consultation 
with  the  principals  of  schools,  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of 
teachers  in  the  grammar  and  primary  schools  to  act  as  training 
teachers.  Each  of  these  training  teachers  shall  be  given  charge 
of  two  classes  of  pupils  of  such  grade  or  grades  as  the  Superin- 
tendent shall  direct.  The  teaching  of  these  classes  shall  be  per- 
formed by  pupil-teachers  under  the  constant  direction  and 
guidance  of  the  training  teachers.1' 
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The  head-master  of  the  Normal  School  shall  send  the  pupils 
of  the  third-year  class  to  serve  as  pupil-teachers,  one-half  of  the 
class  for  the  first  half  of  the  school  year,  and  the  other  half  of 
the  class  for  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  training  teachers  to  give  careful  and 
constant  supervision  to  the  work  of  the  pupil-teachers,  to  hold 
conferences  with  them  regularly  for  the  purposes  of  suggestion, 
criticism,  and  planning  of  the  school  work,  and  in  general  to  see 
that  the  pupil  teachers  receive  as  thorough  a  training  in  the  art 
of  teaching  as  the  conditions  allow.  The  training  teachers  shall 
be  responsible,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  are 
all  other  teachers,  for  the  good  conduct  and  progress  of  the 
classes  under  their  charge.  They  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
head-master  of  the  Normal  School  upon  the  work  of  the  pupil- 
teachers  in  such  form  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Superintendent. 

For  this  work  the  training  teachers  shall  receive,  in  addition  to 
their  regular  salary,  a  certain  sum  per  year,  and  the  pupil-teach- 
ers a  certain  sum  per  week,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  annually,  in 
the  month  of  June. 

The  Supervisors  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superinten- 
dent, visit  the  pupil  teachers,  and  make  a  written  report  to  him 
of  the  teaching  and  governing  ability  of  each  pupil-teacher 
visited. 

The  Superintendent  may,  at  any  time,  return  to  the  Normal 
School  for  further  study  any  pupil-teacher  whose  work  is  unsatis- 
factory. He  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  position  of  pupil- 
teacher  by  appointment  from  those  holding  a  grammar  school 
class  B  certificate.'1

number  of  Kindergartens  in  which  members  of  the  senior  class 
of  the  Normal  School  may  receive  special  training  in  the  practice 
of  the  kindergarten.

Their  assignments  may  be  changed 
in  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  at  other  times  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Director  of  Kindergartens  and  approval  of  the 
Superintendent. 

The  principals  of  Kindergartens,  in  which  pupil-teachers  are 
at  work,  shall  make  a  report  to  the  head-master  of  the  Noi-mal 
School  upon  the  work  of  the  pupil-teacher  in  such  form  and  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

During  their  service  in  the  kindergartens,  the  pupil-teachers 
shall  receive  the  pay  of  special  assistants  in  kindergartens. 

The  Director  of  Kindergartens  shall,    under   the   direction  of 
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the  Superintendent,  visit  the,  pupil-teachers  and  make  a  written 
report  to  him  of  the  teaching  ability  of  each  pupil-teacher  visited. 

The  Superintendent  may,  at  any  time,  return  to  the  Normal 
School  for  further  study  any  pupil-teacher  whose  work  is  unsatis- 
factory." 

Amend  Section  147  by  striking  out  in  line  two  the  word 
"master1,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "two 
masters";  strike  out  the  second  sentence;  strike  out  in  the  third

tl  The  instructors  of  this  school  shall  be  a  head-master,  two 
masters,  and  assistants.  There  shall  be  as  many  assistants  as 
may  be  necessary,  provided  the  whole  number  of  teachers,  exclu- 
sive of  the  head-master  and  masters,  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every 
twenty-five  pupils.  An  additional  instructor  may  be  appointed 
for  an  excess  of  twenty  pupils,  and  one  may  be*  removed  for  a 
deficiency  of  twenty.  In  addition  to  the  instructors  already  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  there  shall  be  two  assistants  as  teachers 
of  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  kindergarten,  and  a  special 
teacher  of  drawing."

Mr.  Bolster,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Normal  School, 
presented  the  following : 

Report  of  The  Committee  on  the  Normal  School  desire  to  direct  attention 

Committee  on     to  the  conditions  prevailing  at  that  school,  and  to  suggest  a  remedy. 

Normal  School;  Twelve  years  ago  the  urgent  needs  of  that  school  were  presented 
da        *°  ^ae   Board  in  the  head-master's  annual  report.     They  have 

tioDs  needed,  frequently  been  re- presented,  and  the  reports  of  this  Board  have 
recognized  them,  but  their  satisfaction  is  still  delayed.  The 
school  competes  with  the  product  of  the  State  Normal  Schools 
furnished  with  modern  buildings  adequately  equipped.  Since 
the  needs  of  the  Normal  School  became  recognized  as  imperative, 
Boston  has  erected  six  new  high  school  buildings,  has  rebuilt 
another,  has  built  its  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  and  enlarged 
the  same,  has  built  at  least  eleven  new  grammar  schools,  and  a 
large  number  of  primaries.     The  Normal  School  still  retains  its 
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inadequate  quarters  and  meagre  equipment.  With  the  better 
school  accommodations  for  the  grades  has  come  an  extension  of 
the  course  of  study,  which  in  turn  demands  better  prepared 
teachers.  Training  inadequate  because  of  lack  of  proper  facili- 
ties and  equipment  reacts  daily  upon  the  whole  school  system, 
and  the  Normal  School  furnishes  nearly  half  our  teaching  force. 

The  school  is  at  present  provided  with  fourteen  teachers,  and 
is  divided  into  nine  or  ten  sections.  It  has  for  recitation  pur- 
poses only  six  rooms  and  a  hall.  At  times  as  many  as  four  reci- 
tation classes  are  simultaneously  in  the  hall.  The  recitation 
rooms  are  occupied  for  practically  every  period  in  the  day,  pre- 
cluding thereby  the  proper  arrangement  of  material  for  lesssons 
outside  of  recitation  hours,  and  causing  thereby  a  waste  of  time 
and  energy  in  moving  material  from  place  to  place,  and  in  clearing 
rooms  for  the  use  of  the  succeeding  classes.  The  school  needs  a 
laboratory  sufficient  for  science  work.  It  has  none,  and  is 
dependent  in  this  respect  upon  the  liberality  of  friends  and 
neighboring  institutions.  It  maintains  a  teacher  of  gymnastics, 
but  has  no  gymnasium,  and  is  dependent  upon  the  charity  of  the 
Boston  Normal  School  of  Gymnastics.  It  needs  a  well-stocked 
library,  but  the  equipment  in  this  respect  is  so  meagre  as  to 
approach  the  ridiculous. 

It  requires  well  equipped  facilities  for  kindergarten  work,  and 
has  practically  none.  Manual  training  is  omitted  from  the 
curriculum  for  lack  of  means,  although  the  rules  of  this  Board 
require  instruction,  not  only  in  this,  but  in  other  special  depart- 
ments. 

It  is  evident  that  a  first  prerequisite  to  the  bettering  of  present 
conditions  is  the  erection  of  a  new  building.  When  the  Legisla- 
ture in  1899  authorized  the  expenditure  of  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  that  purpose,  the  carrying  out  of  that  law  was  not 
supposed  to  be  relegated  to  the  distant  future.  When  simul- 
taneously with  the  creation  of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  this 
act  was  repealed,  it  was  not  with  the  intent  that  other  interests 
should  be  allowed  to  take  precedence  over  that  of  the  Normal 
School.  Lack  of  adequate  accommodations  in  a  given  school 
ordinarily  works  harm  only  to  the  pupils  of  that  school.  Lack 
of  proper  equipment  for  a  school  which  furnishes  teachers  per- 
petuates deficiencies,  the  results  of  which  end  only  with  the 
service  of  its  graduates  as  teachers  in  the  city.  Your  committee 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  be 
informed  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  immediate  action  by 
said  commission  toward  procuring  a  site  for  and  the  erecting  of  a 
new  Normal  School  building  is  desirable,  and  that  they  be 
requested  to  procure  at  once  a  suitable  site  for  the  same.

The  Committee  on  High  Schools  desire  to  call  attention  to  Report  of 
the  following  facts  :  It  is  now  nearly  six  years  since  the  impera-  Committee  on 
tive  need   of  a  new  building  for  the   Girls'    Latin  School  was  High  Schools; 
first  brought  formally  to  the  attention  of    School   Board,  in  a  for  Giris> 
petition  from  the  parents  of  the  pupils  then  attending  that  school  Latin  School, 
and  from  other  citizens  of  Boston.     At  the  public  hearing  which 
followed  the  presentation  of  the  petition,  it  was  clearly  shown 
that  the  needs  of  the  school  were  as  pressing  as  they  had  been 
represented  to  be,  and  nothing  but  the  lack  of  money  prevented 
immediate  favorable  action  on  the  request  of  the  petitioners. 

Since  the  date  of  that  petition,  December,  1896,  the  need  of  a 
new  building  has  grown  steadily  more  pressing  and  appropriate 
committees  of  the  School  Board  have  repeatedly  recommended 
in  official  reports  that  a  new  building  be  provided  ;  but 
nothing  has  yet  been  done.  The  school  is  at  present  divided  into 
two  parts,  three-fifths  of  the  pupils  being  housed  in  a  building 
hired  by  the  city,  and  the  remaining  two-fifths  in  the  building 
appropriated  to  the  Girls'  High  School. 

This  division  of  the  school  not  only  causes  inconvenience  in 
the  arrangement  of  the  daily  programme  and  waste  of  time  on  the 
part  of  such  teachers  as  have  to  go  from  West  Newton  street  to 
Copley  square,  and  back  within  the  limits  of  the  school  session, 
but  it  renders  impossible  that  unity  of  spirit  which  is  so  im- 
portant a  feature  in  the  life  of  a  well  ordered  school.  Moreover, 
the  rooms  in  the  West  Newton  street  building  now  occupied  by 
Latin  School  classes  are  needed  for  the  classes  of  the  Girls'  High 
School,  and  should  be  set  free  for  their  use  at  the  earliest  date 
possible. 

Again,  the  Chauncy  Hall  building  in  Copley  square,  which  is 
occupied  by  the  upper  classes  of  the  Girls'  Latin  School,  is  not 
suited  to  the  needs  of  those  classes.  The  rooms  on  the  north  side 
are  very  dark,  and  the  rooms  on  the  south  side,  owing  to  the  fre- 
quent passage  of  the  electric  cars,  are  exceedingly  noisy;  and  all 
the  rooms  except  the  assembly  hall  are  too  small  for  the  classes 
assigned  to  them.  Further,  for  these  unsuitable  quarters,  which 
accommodate  only  three-fifths  of  the  pupils  of   the  school,  the

products  of  the  United  States,  or  the  products  of  their  own  labor 
or  the  labor  of  their  families,  unless  he  has  a  minor's  license 
granted  him  by  the  School  Committee,  and  issued  to  him  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  said  city,  for  so  working  or  for  so 


minors. 
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selling  said  articles,  nor  unless  he  complies  with  the  terms  of 
said  license. 

Sect.  357.  The  principal  of  a  school  or  district,  in  which  a 
minor  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  is  a  pupil,  shall  receive  the 
application,  in  duplicate,  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor, 
or  of  any  responsible  citizen  of  Boston,  for  a  license  for  such 
minor  to  work  as  a  bootblack,  or  to  sell  any  or  all  the  articles 
enumerated  in  the  preceding  section,  and  shall  forward  the 
same  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  accompanied  by  the 
certificate  of  the  teacher  in  whose  class  said  minor  may  be,  and 
of  the  said  principal,  that  such  minor  is  an  attendant  at  such 
school  and  that  they  approve  of  the  granting  of  a  license  to 
said  minor.  All  such  applications  if  approved  by  the  Superintend- 
ent shall  be  submitted  by  him  to  the  School  Committee.  When 
the  School  Committee  authorizes  the  issue  of  a  license,  the 
Superintendent  shall  return  to  said  principal,  one  of  said  dupli- 
cate applications,  for  filing,  retaining  the  other,  and  shall  send  to 
said  principal  a  minor's  license  and  badge,  and  said  principal 
shall  issue  said  license  and  badge  to  such  minor  authorizing  said 
minor  to  go  about  from  place  to  place  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  on  the  sidewalks  in  said  city,  to  sell  newspapers,  or  to  work 
as  a  bootblack,  or  in  the  streets  and  other  public  places  in  said 
city  to  sell  any  or  all  of  the  other  articles  enumerated  in  the 
preceding  section.  Every  such  license  shall  be  issued  and  accepted 
on  the  condition  that  the  minor  shall  comply  with  the  terms  of 
the  following  section,  and  said  section  shall  be  printed  in  the 
license.  A  charge  of  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  made  for  each 
badge. 

Sect.  358.  The  minor  shall  conform  to  the  statutes,  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  Regulations  of  the  School 
Committee  of  said  city  ;  shall,  so  long  as  he  continues  under  the 
age  of  fourteen  years,  attend,  during  every  session  thereof,  one  of 
the  public  schools,  or  some  regularly  established  school  in  the 
City  of  Boston  ;  shall  surrender  his  license  and  badge  when 
notified  that  his  license  has  been  revoked  to  the  principal  afore- 
said, who  shall  return  the  same  immediately  to  the  Super- 
intendent ;  shall  not  transfer  or  lend  his  license  or  badge,  nor 
furnish  any  unlicensed  minor  with  newspapers  or  other  articles 
to  sell  ;  shall  not  sell  newspapers  in  or  on  any  part  of  the  street 
other  than  the  sidewalk  ;  shall  not  sell  newspapers  in  or  on  a 
street  car,  nor,  except  on  the  days  of  national,  state,  or  city 
elections,  after  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening;  shall  not  work  as  a 
bootblack,  or  sell  newspapers,  unless  he  is  over  ten  years  of  age  ; 
shall  not  sell  any  other  article  than  newspapers  unless  he  is  over 
twelve  years  of  age  ;  shall  not  at  any  time,  while  engaged  in 
working  as  a  bootblack,  or  selling  articles  in  public  places,  con- 
gregate with  other  persons,  nor  make  any  unnecessary  noise,  nor 
in  any  way  disturb  or  annoy  persons  as  they  pass,  nor  occupy  any 
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stand  with  any  other  person,  nor  allow  any  unlicensed  minor  to 
assist  or  accompany  him,  nor  allow  idle  persons  to  assemble  or 
congregate  around  him,  or  around  any  stand  occupied  by  him, 
nor  so  work  or  sell  in  any  place  other  than  that  specified  in  his 
license,  when  a  place  is  so  specified,  nor  at  any  time,  while  so 
working  or  selling,  fail  to  wear  conspicuously  in  sight,  the  badge 
furnished  to  him  by  said  Superintendent  through  said  principal, 
nor  fail  to  exhibit  his  license  to  any  police  or  other  officer  of  said 
city  if  requested  by  him  to  do  so.

This  was,  I  believe,  signed  by  Gen.  Francis  Appleton  (S.  A.  R. ), 
Mrs.  Mary  A.  Chapman  (D.  R. ),  Mr.  Walter  Gilman  Page  (S.  R.), 
and  Laura  Wentworth  Fowler  (D.  A.  R.). 

This  petition  was  presented  in  due  time  and  acknowledged  by 
your  secretary,  Mr.  Apollonio.  Being  in  duty  bound  to  follow  it 
up  and  report  progress  to  the  Committee  on  Cooperation  in 
Patriotic  Work  (made  up  of  delegates  from  the  four  societies),  I 
then  appealed  to  Mr.  Grafton  Cushing  for  further  information, 
and  received  a  letter,  dated  Feb.  25,  1902,  in  which  he  says  that 
all  the  school-houses  are  named,  and  that  those  about  to  be  con- 
structed will  not  be  ready  to  be  named  until  after  his  term  of 
office  has  expired. 

I  learn  that  a  school-house  is  to  be  erected  on  Norman  street; 
therefore,  on  behalf  of  the  societies  mentioned,  I  urge  that  our 
petition  be  granted  in  regard  to  naming  this  school.  I  was 
informed  at  the  time  I  placed  the  petition  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Apollonio  that  there  was  no  name  on  the  list  of  candidates  save 
that  of  Roger  Wolcott  ;  hence  this  appeal.  There  is  no  general 
preference  as  to  location.  Personally,  as  the  one  person  in  this 
State  to  honor  the  memory  of  Paul  Jones  in  naming  a  D.  A.  R. 
chapter  for  him,  I  would  prefer  the  North  or  West  End,  where 
there  are  many  foreign  children  —  Jones  himself  being  a  foreigner 
—  therefore  the  name  would  be  more  pleasing  to  the  residents  in 
these  localities. 

As  the  Committee  on  Patriotic  Work  will  meet  shortly,  I  will 
be  very  grateful  for  an  early  reply.

"  In  regard  to  the  introduction  of  gymnastics,  the  Board  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  members  of  the  adult  classes  would  not  care 
for  the  exercise,  and  would  not  be  profited  by  such  forms  as  are 
practicable,  but  brief  exercises  in  school  gymnastics,  such  as 
most  of  the  teachers  are  qualified  to  give*,  might  be  of  benefit  to 
the  younger  pupils. 

"The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  already  recommended  the 
introduction    of    manual    training    into     the     Evening     Schools 
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wherever  facilities  are  at  hand,  and  where  the  work  can  be 
carried  on  to  advantage,  and  would  recommend  the  extension 
of  these  branches  whenever  and  wherever  it  is  opportune  and 
feasible. 

"On  May  22,  1902,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  transmitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Music  a  vote  recommending  that  the  study  of 
music  be  introduced  experimentally  in  one  or  more  of  the  Even- 
ing Elementary  Schools,  accompanied  by  a  proposed  course  of 
study  in  music  for  the  Evening  Elementary  Schools.  The  Board 
is  of  the  opinion  that  instrumental  music  cannot  be  introduced 
with  profit  into  the  Evening  Schools."

Mr.  Ernst,  for  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  —  Dec.  9 — -an  order  requesting  them  to  report 
such  amendment  to  the  Regulations  as  maybe  necessary 
to  permit  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  examining  candi- 
dates for  certificates  to  teach  in  the  Free  Evening 
Drawing  Schools,  after  satisfying  themselves  that  candi- 
dates of  high  technical  ability  have  successful  teaching 
power,  and  when  in  their  judgment  the  best  good  of 
these  Free  Evening  Drawing  Schools  demands  it,  to 
accept  such  teaching  experience  as  candidates  may  show 
as  the  equivalent  of  the  teaching  experience  required 
by  rule,  reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  not  wise  to 
make  an  exception  to  the  established  rules  of  the 
Board  with  respect  to  examinations  of  candidates  for 
certificates  of  qualification  to  teach  in  the  public  schools 
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for  the  benefit  of  any  particular  rank  or  grade  of 
instructors.  One  of  the  most  important  duties  imposed 
upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  that  of  examining  and 
certifying  candidates  to  teach  in  the  schools,  and  your 
committee  believe  that  the  present  rules  relating  to  this 
matter,  which  were  adopted  on  the  recommendation  of 
that  Board,  are  sufficient  and  should  not  be  amended,  as 
suggested  in  the  order  referred. 

Accepted. 

Mr.  Ernst,  for  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
following :

of  cases  of  corporal  punishment  inflicted  in  the  schools  during  regarding 
the  year  1901,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  :  punishment 

The  question  of  whether  or  not  corporal  punishment  shall  be  [See  pp.  146, 
permitted  in  the  public  schools  of  Boston  has  arisen  frequently,  439,  440.] 
and  each  time  that  it  has  been  discussed  the  result  has  been  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases,  with' no  apparent  injury 
to  the  discipline  or  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

In  1807  the  matter  was  very  fully  considered  and  an  elaborate 
defence  of  corporal  punishment  was  made  in  a  report  by  Mr. 
Henry  A.  Drake.  This  report  has  been  frequently  quoted  as  an 
authority  on  that  side  of  the  question.  In  it,  however,  Mr.  Drake 
is  careful  to  limit  the  use  of  corporal  punishment  to  "cases  of 
gross  impropriety,  wilful  and  determined  disobedience,  and  to 
persistent  defiance  of  the  regulations,  or  to  the  authority  of  the 
teacher,"  adding:  "To  this  extent  and  no  further  do  we 
propose  to  advocate  it."  In  another  part  of  his  report  Mr. 
Drake  says:  "Teachers  lacking  in  capacity  to  govern  or 
instruct,  too  often  attempt  to  supply  their  deficiency  in 
personal  power  by  the  frequent  use  of  the  rod,  '  keeping 
school '  with  a  book  in  one  hand  and  a  stick  in  the 
other  — -  the  most  perfect  personification  of  petty  tyranny. 
Nothing  looks  more  suspicious  than  the  constant  occurrence  of 
such  reasons  for  corporal  punishment  as  impertinence,  inattention, 
disorder,  restlessness,  disturbance,  playing,  tardiness,  not  one  of 
which,  unless  aggravated  in  its  character,  is  worthy  of  it,  but 
should  be  met  by  some  other  form  of  punishment.  The  kind, 
sympathetic  teacher  rarely  reports  impertinence  as  a  cause  for 
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punishment,  for  it  is  generally  the  reflection  in  the  pupil,  of 
anger,  undeserved  reproof,  or  bitter  sarcasm  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher.  Children  would  be  more  than  human  to  sit  quietly 
under  the  taunts  and  jokes  which  we  have  known  some  teachers 
to  indulge  in.  Inattention  and  restlessness  too  often  originate  in 
the  teacher's  lack  of  ability  to  make  the  studies  interesting;  dis- 
order, disturbance,  playing,  in  a  want  of  that  quiet  power  which 
makes  itself  constantly  felt  as  a  check  upon  the  pupils,  or  it  may 
be  in  a  most  foolish  waste  of  power,  by  attempting  to  enforce  too 
strict  discipline." 

In  1879  (School  Document  of  1879,  No.  2,  p.  37)  the  then  Super- 
intendent, Samuel  Eliot,  writes  forcibly  against  it,  saying  (p.  41) 
"Corporal  punishment  is  no  prevention  of  the  wrong  most  need- 
ing prevention  —  the  wrong  which  is  in  danger  of  sinking  deeper 
into  the  nature  with  every  blow.  It  rather  tends  to  pervert  the 
right." 

In  1880,  Superintendent  Eliot  again  refers  to  the  subject 
(School  Document  of  1880,  No.  4,  p.  13)  saying,  "Teachers  of 
both  sexes  use  personal  violence  with  their  pupils  in  such  forms 
and  such  frequency  tbat  the  facts,  if  published,  would  cause  un- 
pleasantness. Many  still  ply  the  rattan  as  freely  as  if  it  were  a 
feather,  and  strike  not  merely  the  hand,  but  the  bead  and  body." 

The  matter  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three  for 
investigation,  and  majority  and  minority  reports  were  made 
(School  Document  of  1880,  No.  19)  for  and  against  the  abolition 
of  corporal  punishment.  From  the  majority  report  (p.  20)  it 
appears  that  with  an  average  attendance  of  12,976  boys  in  the 
grammar  schools  during  the  year  1879-80  there  were  reported 
10,973  cases  of  corporal  punishment.  The  School  Committee  was 
not  ready  absolutely  to  abolish  the  punishment,  but  the  agitation 
succeeded  in  reducing  the  number  from  an  average  of  1,239  cases 
per  month  to  an  average  of  473  cases  per  month,  and  resolutions 
were  adopted  as  follows  (Minutes  of  1880,  p.  239): 

"  Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  the  use  of  cor- 
poral punishment  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city  can  and  ought 
to  be  greatly  diminished,  and  that,  while  regard  is  to  be  had  to 
the  varying  circumstances  of  schools,  those  teachers  who  resort 
to  corporal  punishment  least  frequently,  and  only  for  the  gravest 
offences,  will  best  satisfy  the  desires  and  expectations  of  this 
committee." 

In  1889  our  present  Superintendent,  Mr.  Seaver,  called  attention 
to  the  subject  (School  Document  No.  5,  of  1889,  p.  35),  discussing  it 
at  length,  analyzing  in  a  most  interesting  and  helpful  manner  Mr. 
Drake's  report  of  1867.  He  showed  by  statistics  that  the  effect 
of  the  previous  agitation  in  reducing  the  number  of  cases  was 
disappearing,  and  that  "the  progress  towards  the  minimum  use 
of  corporal  punishment  which  the  defenders  of  that  means  of 
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discipline  often  promise,  and  which  all  humane  people  earnestly 
pray  for,  is  shown  by  these  unpleasant  records  to  be  extemely 
slow.11  He  did  not  see  his  way  clear  to  advocate  the  entire 
abolition  of  corporal  punishment,  but  he  argued  strongly  in  favor 
of  its  restraint  and  gradual  decrease. 

The  subject  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
Regulations,  who  gave  the  matter  careful  consideration,  and 
again  there  were  majority  and  minority  reports  (School  Docu- 
ment No.  19,  of  1889),  the  majority  report,  written  by  Samuel  B. 
Capen,  being  against,  and  the  minority,  written  by  Joseph  D. 
Fallon,  in  favor  of,  abolition.  From  this  document  it  appears 
that  there  had  been  18,000  cases  of  corporal  punishment  during 
the  year  1887-8. 

In  1893  (School  Document  No.  22,  of  1893,  p.  22),  in  the  annual 
school  report  the  committee  say:  "We  record  with  pleasure  the 
great  improvement  in  the  discipline  in  our  schools,  as  shown  in 
the  statistics  of  corporal  punishment.  When  we  realize  that 
with  our  best  teachers  corporal  punishment  is  almost  entirely 
abolished  we  feel  assured  that  the  best  results  can  be  reached  by 
love  and  personal  influence.  We  rejoice  in  knowing  that  teachers 
are  coming  to  realize  that  they  possess  in  themselves  an  influence 
over  their  pupils  which  is  far  more  effective  than  the  use  of  the 
rod." 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  number  of  cases  is  steadily 
decreasing.  It  appears  from  the  statistics  submitted  by  the 
Superintendent  that  in  the  year  1901  there  were  but  8,055  reported 
as  against  18,000  fifteen  years  ago,  and  this  although  the  number 
of  scholars  is  now  much  greater.  These  figures  of  8,055  are  below 
the  actual  number  of  cases,  because'  some  masters,  strangely 
enough,  interpret  the  rules  as  requiring  reports  of  only  such  cases 
of  punishment  as  are  inflicted  by  their  subordinates,  and  do  not 
report  cases  inflicted  by  themselves.  The  regulation  is  susceptible 
of  this  interpretation,  but  in  so  interpreting  it  the  letter  kills  the 
spirit.  The  intention  undoubtedly  was  that  all  cases  should  be 
reported,  as  otherwise  the  report  is  valueless,  and  the  regulations 
should  be  amended  to  that  end,  in  order  that  there  may  be 
uniformity  in  the  reports. 

The  committee  have  given  the  matter  careful  consideration. 
They  have  read  with  interest  and  appreciate  the  force  of  the  paper 
written  by  Mr.  Charles  F.  King,  master  of  the  Dearborn  School, 
which  was  read,  before,  and  received  the  approval  of,  the  Masters1 
Association.  They  have  consulted  Superintendent  Seaver.  They 
agree  with  him  that  at  this  time  it  would  be  unwise  wholly  to 
abolish  corporal  punishment  in  our  schools.  Our  law  requires 
that  all  children  within  prescribed  years  shall  attend  school,  and 
there  is  much  in  the  argument  that,  in  aggravated  cases,  the 
alternative  to  corporal  punishment  is  expulsion,  and  that  expul- 
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sion  defeats  the  very  purpose  of  the  law,  filling  the  streets 
instead  of  the  schools.  The  committee  feel,  however,  with  him, 
that  there  should  be  a  determined  effort  made  by  all  teachers  to 
reduce  the  number  of  cases.  The  right  to  use  the  rattan  may  be 
necessary  as  an  ultimate  appeal,  precisely  as  the  presence  of  the 
police  may  be  essential  for  the  preservatiou  of  order,  but  the  less 
either  is  used  the  better.  As  Mr.  King  ably  expresses  it:  "The 
teacher  who  trains  his  children  well  tries  to  lead  them  to  become 
influenced  by  the  higher  and  better  motives.  In  so  doing  he 
appeals  to  the  affections,  educates  the  conscience  and  trains  the 
idea  of  moral  duty.  He  leads  his  pupils  through  his  personal 
influence,  direction  and  suggestion.  In  the  great  majority  of 
cases,  even  with  children  difficult  to  manage,  these  motives  are 
responded  to,  and  happy  obedience  follows." 

The  committee,  to  secure  the  uniformity  in  the  report  of  all 
cases  above  referred  to,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying amendment  to  the  Regulations: 

Ordered,  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as  follows : 

Sect.  218.  Strike  out  the  words  "and  the  principal  shall  men- 
tion the  number  of  such  cases  in  his  monthly  report  to  the  Super- 
intendent," in  the  fourteenth,  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  lines,  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  words :  —  The  principal  shall  each 
month  report  to  the  Superintendent  the  number  of  all  cases  of 
corporal  punishment,  within  his  district,  by  whomsoever  inflicted, 
—  so  that  the  section  will  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  218.  All  instructors  shall  endeavor  to  maintain  such  dis- 
cipline in  their  schools  as  is  exercised  by  a  kind  and  judicious 
parent  in  his  family,  avoiding  corporal  punishment  in  all  cases 
where  good  order  can  be  preserved  by  milder  measures;  and  in  no 
case  resorting  to  confinement  in  a  closet  or  wardrobe,  or  to  any 
cruel  or  unusual  punishment.  Corporal  punishment  shall  be  in- 
flicted only  after  the  nature  of  the  offence  has  been  fully  explained 
to  the  pupil,  shall  not  be  inflicted  in  sight  of  other  pupils,  and 
shall  be  restricted  to  blows  on  the  hand  with  a  rattan.  At  the 
close  of  the  day  each  instructor  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
principal  all  cases  of  corporal  punishment  during  such  day,  stating 
the  name  of  the  pupil,  the  amount  of  the  punishment,  and  the 
reason  for  its  infliction.  The  principal  shall  each  month  report 
to  the  Superintendent  the  number  of  all  cases  of  corporal  punish- 
ment, within  his  district,  by  whomsoever  inflicted.  The  reports 
of  cases  of  corporal  punishment  required  by  Sections  195  and  218 
shall  be  made  on  blanks  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be 
•preserved  on  file  by  the  principal  of  each  district  for  two  years, 
at  the  end  of  which  time  they  shall  be  destroyed.  These  reports 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  members  of  the  Board,  the 
Superintendent,  and  the  Supervisors.  Corporal  punishment  shall 
not  be  inflicted  upon  girls  in  any  school,  or  upon  boys  in  High 
Schools.

Mrs.  Duff  offered  the  following  : 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  in  their  report  dated  Jan.  Proposed 
28,  1902,  in  answer  to  the  question  whether  it  would  be  better  to  Normal 
adopt  the  plan  of  the  creation  of  a  new  institution,  or  to  work 
towards  the  same  result  by  the  extension  of  the  present  Normal 
School  and  its  courses,  replied  : 

"The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  ends  desired  would  be 
better  accomplished  by  the  creation  of  a  new  institution,  of  which 
the  present  Normal  School  would  form  a  department,  than  by  the 
the  extension  of  the  present  Normal  School  and  its  courses,"  and 

"  Whereas,  In  answer  to  the  question  what  would  be  the  prob- 
able excess  in  cost  of  instruction  in  a  Teachers'  College  over  the 
present  cost  thereof  in  the  Normal  School,"  replied  : 

"The  probable  excess  in  annual  cost  of  instruction  in  such 
an  institution  over  the  present  cost  in  the  Normal  School  would 
be  not  less  than  $25,000"  fMinutes  of  1902,  pages  31,  32,  33),  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  for  the  extension  of  the  Normal  School 
must,  according  to  the  Head  Master's  estimate  be  about  $18,000 
for  salaries,  and 

Whereas,  According  to  this  plan  the  city  of  Boston  would  be 
paying  $10,000  annually  to  undergraduates,  pupils  of  the  Normal 
School,  who  are  receiving  instruction  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
and 

Whereas,  The  main  objection  to  the  establishment  of  a  Teach- 
ers' College  was  a  question  of  expense,  which  objection  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  surmounted  in  the  present  plan  for  a  three 
years'  course,  and 

Whereas,  The  present  plan  permits  persons  from  out  of  town 
without  diplomas  from  any  institution  to  take  examinations  for 
entrance  to  the  Normal  School,  and 

Whereas,  Teachers  of  five  years'  experience  from  out  of  town 
may  be  admitted  without  examination  to  the  senior  class  of  the 
Normal  School  and  graduate  in  one  year,  although  an  entrance 
examination  is  required  of  the  fourth  year  graduates  of  the  Bos- 
ton High  Schools;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  requested  to  report 
in  detail  at  their  earliest  convenience,  and  before  the  adoption  of 
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the  present  plan  for  the  extension  of  the  Normal  School,  as  to 
the  advantages  educational  and  financial  which  the  proposed 
three-years1  course  in  the  Normal  School  has  over  the  plan  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Teachers'  College  as  outlined  on  pages  31, 
32,  and  33  of  the  Minutes  of  1902,  and  signed,  ''Edwin  P.  Seaver, 
Chairman,  Board  of  Supervisors." 

Mr.  Bolster  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  ques- 
tion before  the  Board  was  on  the  adoption  of  a  three- 
years'  course  of  study  for  the  Normal  School,  and  that 
Mrs.  Duff's  order  not  being  an  amendment  to  the  same, 
was  not  germane  and  could  not  therefore  be  considered. 

The  Chair  ruled  the  point  of  order  not  well  taken.
